AVENGING KISHINEFF. 


RUSSIA STIRRED TO ACTION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, July 11—Informa- 
tion of an entirely reliable character 
concerning the Kisuhineff massacre has 
reached here. From advices received 
today it appeartz mat the protests 
which are made in the United States 
and m other civilized countries 
against the murderous attacks upon 
the Jews in Kishineff last spring have 
not been without practical effect. This 
in jon states that the Russion 
government has been moved to vigor- 
ous action in the matter of investiga- 
tion and punishing those who were 
responsible for the Kishineff massacre. 

Eight hundred arrests have been 
made, and as a result of the prelim- 
inary examination, 350 persons have 
been remanded for trial in the lower 
courts. Four hundred and fifty cases 
have been sent to the Court of Ap- 
peals, of which fifty-three are indict- 
ments for manslaughter. A 
of venue having been 
trials of those accused of murdering 
and horribly maltreating the Jews at 
Kishineff will occur in September at 
Tiraspol.

Sale of Oregon Short Line 
to Clark. 

Ten Millions Cash for Union 

Pacific Expansion. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, July 11.-(Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The sale of that part of the 
Oregon Short Line south of Sait Lake 
City to San Pedro increases the cash 
surplus of the Union Pacific to the ex- 
tent of approximately $10,000,000, and it 
is reasonable to suppose it will de- 
Crease the property assets of the com- 
pany in its annual report of the year by 
a similar amount. The gist of the mat- 
ter, from the Union Pacific standpoint, 
is that the company has sold at $20,370 
per mile a stretch of road that does not 
earn anything like 4 per cent on that 
valuation per mile. The Utah and 
Northern Utah Central and Utah, Ne- 
vada and California, which made up 
the bulk of this division of the Oregon 
Short Line, have never been of any par- 
ticular importance to the Union Pacific 
except as they might ultimately become 
a part of the new Harriman trunk line 
to the Pacific. — 

The railroad situation of the Union 
Pacific is, therefore, not at all altered 
for the worse by the sale. Local busi- 
ness that was carried up from Central 
Utah and Bastern Nevada by this line 


transferred to the same road at Salt 
Lake. It will be largely increased ulti- 
mately by the completion of the new 
road as a Pacific line, and tonnage that 
is lost by the Union Pacific to other 
lines at Salt Lake will doubtless be far 
more than compensated for by what 
will be gained in new freight. If Sen- 
ator Clark did not see an immense 
prospect for increase in the volume of 
freight on the road he never would 
have bought it. It appears, therefore, 
the Union Pacific by this sale has not 

ized in any way traffic possi- 
bilities that lie in the possession of a 
connection with Central Utah and the 
the far Southwest. At the same time it 
has converted an asset that did not 
earn 4 per cent. In cash, which may be 
relied upon to earn at least 4 per cent. 
in one form or another. 

It is stated that speculation on the 
probable use that will be made of this 
$10,000,000 cash is idle and will remain 
dle until Harriman returns from Eu- 
rope. There is not likely to be any 
official announcement on the matter 
for some time. In the meantime recent 
events in the far Northwest indicate 
clearly that Harriman will have use 
for that much cash and more within a 
very short time. 

Two months ago President Mohler of 
the Oregon Navigation Company came 
east to lay before Harrintan a plan for 
building a line east of the Des Chutes 
River inte Central Oregon. The route 
was to follow the lines of the Columbia 
and Southern from Biggs southward as 
far as the Columbia and Southern ex- 
tends, and continue to the south and 
east to form a connection with the main 
line again at or near hoise City. Such 
a line would form an alternative route 
to the Coast for Union Pacific traffic, 
and would at the same time open up a 
territory rich in lumber and grain re- 
sources. 

Since that time surveyors have been 
in the field, both on this line and north- 
east of Boise, toward the Butte ex- 
tension. The latter survey is through 
difficult territory, at its eastern end, but 
lies through a good grain belt toward 
the west. 

If both these plans were carried out 
it would entail an addition of some- 
thing like 650 miles of road, or about 
100 miles more than the mileage sold to 
Clark. The line would shorten by some 
200 miles the route via Harriman lines 
from Montana to Portland, and by 
about 100 miles the distance from Salt 
Lake City to the same port. It would 
bring Harriman into a better position 
to compete for northwestern traffic 
with the northern lines, and feed his 
oriental fleets. Last year the Oregon 
Railroad and Navigation Company 
amended its charter to permit of opera- 
tion of Pacific ships. 

It is understood the surveys men- 
tioned are tentative, and that upon the 
reports of the corps depends the ques- 
tion whether the second trunk line will 
traverse Idaho and Oregon in the inter- 
ests of Harriman and Portland, Or. 
The sale of the Calientes division ap- 
pears to be a step in centralizing the 
Harriman efforts toward the north.

Reported Secret Convention Be- 
tween China and Russia 
Cause of Excitement.

TOKIO, June 2%.—{Wired from Vic- 
toria (B. C.) July II.] The political at- 
mosphere of Japan during the last 
week has been thick with rumors of 
impending war. The signal for their 
birth was the arrival of Gen. Kuropat- 
kin, Russian Minister of War, who is 
expected te leave on the warship 
Askold for home today, thereby con- 
siderably curtailing the announced 
term of his stay.

In many instances we are still holding 
the offices because we have been 
trained. By this training the society 
has partially fulfilled its mission to us, 
and should give the opportunity to 
these younger members The young 
people of from 16 to 20 are no better 
fitted for church work than we were 
when we were pushed into these places, 
except those who have been favored 
with the Junior society. They need this 
special training for the work of the so- 
ciety, and we ought to give it to them. 

“Third—The church never had so 
large an opportunity as today. The 
need of real Christian statesmen in 
making denominational and interde- 
nominational policies was never 80 ap- 
parent. Every department of church 
work calis for workers and every call 
and every added opportunity empha- 
siges the need of the church for better 
trained young people. 

“Pourth—No pains that we can take 
are too great to be taken for Christ. 
Our Master needs and deserves the best 
that we can da. He needs these 
younger members. In their lives are 
spirits, hopes, aspirations that He will 
use and make beautiful. He needa to 
have us push these younger members 
into r places, that they may work 
more efficiently with Him.” 

USES OF TESTIMONY. 

“Development by Testimony.” was

‘But,’ I ask? do you 
never use your arma at all?“ No sooner 
do they begin rpeaking than they start 
to sway back and forth upon the plat- 
form. ‘Now, I gay, ‘you are moving 
about. Why not organize your move- 
ments and have them speak in help- 
ful language?’ 

“So young friends may I say to you. 
It is possible for you to testify. It is 
simply a matter of determination to 
organize your speech and direct it .to 
useful ends. 

“My theme is the ‘Development of 
Our Resources by Testimony,’ and 1 
desire to suggest that the first resources 
developed are our Own. Is it not true 
that you may read a book and yet not 
know what is in it until you have 
told of its contents? Those of you who 
have most recently been at school un- 
derstand this. Students have often said 
to me when failing to make a good reci- 
tation, ‘Why. I knew that before I came 
over here.“ But did they? Do we really 
know anything we cannot express’? Do 
vou know your own experience if it 
be never related? You may think you 
do. But your confusion comes out in 
your attempt at speech. 

“Again the more one truly testifies. 
the richer grows the experience. The 
teacher not only develops certitude con- 
cerning his knowledge, but incr >ases 
also the scope and measure of it. 

Again testimony develops the king- 
dom. Four years ago one of the best 
young women in our church went to 
the Christian Endeavor Convention at 
Detroit, having up to that time never 
spoken publicly for her Master, al- 
though in her heart truly ioeving Him. 
The convention altogether changed her. 
She gained a Victory over hervelf and 
oh, the difference in her life since then. 
No more does her silence cast reflection 
on her faith, but her open speech makes 
it easier for every one else to be a 
Christian anywhere about her.’ 

INTERSTATE SECRETARIES. 


“Interstate Field Secretaries and 


Their Work” was the theme of Rev. C. 
E. B. Ward, who said, in part: 

“Whaever else the field secretary may 
be, he is primarily the point of per- 
sonal contact between the movement 
and the fem. The character or «xtent 
of territory may vary, as also the im- 
mediate auspices under which he labors, 
but he never ceases to be, for the ben- 
efit of each, the connecting link. 

“As a representative from the field 
to the movement in its organized (a- 


pacity, he supplements the gathering 
of important facts and becomes the 


chief source-of reliable information. 
He observes conditions, and reports. 
He studies probleme, and recommends. 


But he is more than a report biank or 
a compilation of statistics, for through 
his eyes, brain and heart the Men 
field with its problems and prospects 
has come into full view. Thus defined 
the field secretary is no longer an ex- 


rime fac- 
periment, but has become a p 
tor in Christian Endeavor life. 


‘There is a general noticeable trend 


toward interstate field secretaries as 
the solution of a large present-day 
problem of the Christian Endeavor 
movement, and doubtless their appoint- 
ment will be assured in the not far 


distant future.” 
COVENANT PLEDGE. 

Rev. George W. Pollock discussed 
“Development by the,Covenant Pledge,” 
saying, in part: 

“I¢ we think much about the strength 
that is in Jesus Christ and His will 
concerning us, it Will not be long un- 
til we find ourselves trusting Him for 
strength to do whatever He would like 
to have us do. If our lives are to be 
molded according to divine truth, we 
must study the word daily, and this 
implies a proper conception of its im- 

e and value, and this comes 
only as the result of prayerful reflec- 
tion. Careful study of the Bible will 
develop a love for it. Often coming to 
a throne of grace, will create a soul 
thiret for communion and fellowship 
with God.

God's house will awaken 4 desire to | 


meet in His ganctuary with His peo- 
ple, and to walt on the Lord in all the 
regular Sunday and midweek services. 

“One thought, then, upon which 1 
wish to lay sepcial emphasis today, is 
the development of Christian Endeavor 
character by a sustained effort to 
measure up to the high standard set 
before us in the pledge. 

“Not only does ‘Christian Endeavor 
character grow by thought. but it de- 
velops by obedience as well. This is 
a second proposition to be emphasized. 
Right thinking should inevitably lead 
to right acting. 

“With the Endeavorer to know should 
mean to do. Knowledge without 
obedience will prove a curse, instead 
of a blessing. However, obedience 
without eomplete understanding leads 
to a more correct knowledge. ‘If any 
man will do his will he shall know of 
the doctrine.’ 

“Phillips Brooks has well put it when 
he says, “The right thought and the 
right action make one complete and 
single man.’ 

“Thought and obedience, then know- 
ing and doing. are two tap roots of 
the tree of Christian life that will 
nourish it and enable it to blossom 
forth in beauty and fragrance, and 
bear fruit in a happy service ‘for 
Christ and the church.’ And thus, by 
this twofold law of development by 
thought and obedience, are our Endeav- 
orers to be trained ‘for the cause that 
needs assistance; for the wrong that 
needa resistance: for the future in 
the distance 

“CUT LOOSE.” 

An interesting address was that of 
C. H. Tyndall, D. D. Mr. Moody, said 
the speaker, saw a canary in a home 
in England. Admiring it, the gentle- 
man replied: “Yes, he is beautiful, but 
he has lost his voice. He used to be a 
fine singer, but I was in the habit of 
hanging his cage in the window; the 
sparrows came around him with their 
incessant chirping; gradually he ceased 
to sing, and learned their twitter, and 
now all he can do is to twitter, twit- 
ter. We become like those with 
whom we join ourselves in friendship. 

Once I climbed Mt. Todi in Switzer- 
land. It took us two days to go up over 
the Great glacier, over ice and snow. 
When we were ready to descend the 
guide sat on the steep, icy peak, a I 
sat behind him, and the pack — * 
behind me, all as if on a toboggan. 
Then the word “Let go,” and the ice 
pick was loosened, and the way we shot 
down that mountain toward the glacier 
was fearful. It would have made my 
hair stand on end, if it had had time. 
We went down farther in three min- 
utes than we had climbed up in three 
hours. 

That is the way it always is. It takes 
work and courage to go up. Anyone 
can slip down the broad road to death. 
It is only the brave who climb upward 
to the light. The coward stays away 
from the Junior Endeavor meeting, be- 
cause the other boys do. But the 
Christian hero goes, and takes part, 
even though they sneer at him, calling 
him pious. 

HOW TO GET MEMBERS. 

Diseusslug ways and means to get 
recruits Amos R. Wells said: 

“Don't live in a Christian Endeavor 
flat. Make room in your society for 
everybody. Ask them in. Go to them 
and ask them. Ask all kinds. Ask 
those that will make active members 
and those that will make associate 
members and those that will make hon- 
orary members. Ask them more than 
once. Ask them seventy times seven 
times. Go alone and ask them. Go 
together and ask them. Ask them In 
genera! terms. Ask them for particu- 
lar occasions. Make things cheery to 
receive them. Give them something to 
eat, some genuine food for their souls. 
Give them something to do, some defi- 
nite work for themselves and others. 
First mean it, then ask them as if you 
meant it, Divide your society into two 
contestant bands of askers, and see 
which band can gather the most in. 
Use all these arts and devices and 
many more. But remember the story 
of Mr. and Mrs. Lonely, and into all 
your asking put the spirit of Christ. 

“For Christ came to get new mem- 
bers for the kingdom of heaven. His 
life was one long asking: ‘Come unto 
me.’ And His asking was successful 
because, first, He gave. Lifted up upon 
the cross, He is drawing all men to 
Himself. 

“O Endeavorers, nall your desires, 
your time, your strength, upon some 
cross of sacrifice, if you would draw 
new members to your societies. For 
what the worl? needs, even above 
method, above system, above activity, 
and above joy, is the touch of a 
brother's hand, impelled by the love of 
our Lord.”

LOCAL PRODUCE MARKTTS. 


Berries have made some gains in 
prices as the week closes. Stock has 
arrived in better condition during the 
last few days, and not in such over- 
whelming quantities. Strawberries of 
good quality brought $1.50 per crate of 
thirty boxes today without difficulty. 

Raspberries are also firmer, except for 
sales late in the afternoon, which as a 
rule on Saturday are made with a view 
to cleaning up stocks. 

Peaches and apricots came in in 
large quantities, and the market was 
easier in tone. The warm weather is 
causing them to ripen faster than will 
supply the market. 

Eggs have remained stationery for 
the week, the market being quoted firm 
by all dealers today.

as to Probabilities of 


Success. 


HE department of journalism, or 

what is commonly called newspaper 

work, is distinct from that of liter- 
ature. 

The newspaper editor or reporter is 
writer of transient matter{ something 
presumably of the life of a day or of a 
week. His reputation or commercial 
value is not determined by any one 
article or report, and he is reckoned by 
his collective ability. He is known for 
his power to continuously do one thing 
well, Ir for his versatile talent for pro- 
ducing all-around work. 

The literary man often creates his 
reputation by the writings between two 
covers, and many a brilliant literary 
light has become permanent by the re- 
flections from a single book, and per- 
haps from two or three books. 

literature is supposed to have a long- 
time vaiue, and to be readable year 
after year, and under most conditions. 

Newspaper work, like yeast, is good 
only during the state of ferment, and 
the best of it may dry as quickly as 
the ink that prints it. 

There is not a more honorable pro- 
feasion or business than that of the 
newspaper writer. 

The newspaper is the mirror of its 
city or town, and its editors or report 
ere are truly representatives of the peo- 
pie. ere are wolves in editorial 
clothing, and there are biacklegs on the 
staff, but the world over the newspa- 
per and the men who make it, unless 
they represent the darkened side of 
journalism, are far superior to the ma- 
jority of their 

The really filthy sheet, with every 

column but a typographical gutter of 
the sewage of immoral sensation, is 
a peg or two ahead of support. The 
newspaper is the foundation stone of 
civilization upon which is bullt and 
kept in repair the monument of prog- 
ress. 
There is no more staple calling. and 
certainly no open offering better 
opportunities for werk and a re- 
spectable livelihood. 

Great editors, if they be owners, have 
amassed enormous wealth, but it must 
be admitted that the journalistic fleld 
is not a field of gold. till, in these 
days of commercial competition, the 
man with journalistic instincts stand« 
as good a show in journaliam as in any 
other occupation. 

There is room at the top, and the t 
of 2 has never crow 
| e newspaper man can make a 
living. 

Leading editors in the large cities 
draw salaries from $3000 to $10,000, and 
a few are paid twice as much; the 
$20,000-men can be numbered on one 
hand, with the thumb left out. 

A first-class large city editor-in-chie? 
is likely to receive as much as $6009. 

Editorial writers in large cities may 
hope to draw salaries of from $1500 to 
$5000, and the income of managing edi- 
tors is but little below that of editors- 
in-chief. 

Good city, telegraph and news editors 
and musica! and dramatic critics, and 
editors of departments on the large 
dailies, receive from $1500 to $2500. 

Space writers for great dailies, men 
and women who write by the n, 
rand are paid for what is print re- 
ceive from $4 to $15 a column, $8 being 
a fair average. 

Great city journalism is more crowded 
than is any other newspaper field, and 
only the fittest can hope to make more 
than a living.

The real journalist never reaches the 
top by beginning tn the editorial room. 
Before he can tread the quarter-deck 
of journalism, he must begin before the 
mast, and master each step as he rises 
in rank. He must be trained in the 
hardest school of real life. He must 
tramp the streets by day and by night. 
He must write, and be ready to write, 
under the most exasperating difficulties. 

He may ver know an hour that is 
absolutely his own. He is under the 
editor's blue pencil, he must be 
strong enough to stand continuous 
daily discouragement. 

The country editor is the great big 
toad in the little puddle, the prominent 
man of his town, with much better 
— for the realization of his ambi- 


t 

True, the country editor may never 
reach the top notch of allem, but 
to be at the top of the ntry notch is 
much more remunerative,. much more 
pleasant, than to desperately cling ‘to 
— middie notch of gerat city journal- 
sm.

United States ships, and for years have 
been begging for a subsidy on home- 
made ships. The officers, directors and 
stockholders of these companies, with 
their friends, their bankers, and their 
employés, are of the organization. Bet- 
ter still, ome of the local bosses of 
Uadeiphta told me he could always 
ve a Worker a job with these com- 
panies, just as he could in a city de- 
partment, or in the mint, or postoffice. 
Then there are the bankers who enjoy, 
or may some day enjoy, public de- 
posits; those that profit on loans to 
finance political financial deals: the 
promoting capitalists who share with 
the bosses on franchises; and the brok- 
ers who deal in ring securities and 
speculation ring tips. Through the ex- 
change the ring financiers reach the 
investing public, which is a large and 
influential body. The traction com- 
panies, which bought their way from 
beginning to end by corruption, which 
have always been in the Tring, and 
whose financiers have usually shared 
in other big ring deals, adopted early 
the policy of bribing the people with 
‘small blocks of stock, 
Vice of all kinds flourishes and is 
protected in Philadelphia, including a 
slave system of prostitution, illegal 
liquor establishments and gambling 
among the school children, evidence 
having shown conclusively that in one 
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‘genger coach will not be 


Pennypacker have passed a libel law, 
for the purpose of muzziing the press.

He 
certainly did so, and the people seemed 
to like it. Mr. Steffens says the <i 
ple of Philadelphia seem to prefer ‘to 
be ruled by a known thief rather than 
by an ambitious reformer. Yet there 
are organizations in Philadelphia hav- 
ing for their object good government, 
such as the Municipal League. with 
an organization by wards; the Citizens’ 
Municipal League, the Allied Reform 
league, the Law and Order Society, 
and others, but what can they do when 
the people are not with them—when a 
great majority of the citizens are either 
indifferent or actively interested in the 
doings of the corruptionists? 

Surely, no self-respecting American 
can read this story of Philadelphia's 
diegrace without experiencing a feel- 
ing of shame, whether or not he hap- 
pens to be a citizen of Pennsylvania. 


TEEL RAILWAY CARS. 

If the confident predictions of 
those who claim to know count for 
anything, the wooden railway caf, 
whether fer freight or passengers, is 
doomed to extinction, and is to be sup- 
planted by cars built of Steel. It is 
claimed that the superiority of steel 
cars over those bullt of wood has been 
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leading railroads of the country. 
the steel freight car to the steel 
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The Illinois Central Railroad I 
introduce passenger coaches 
steel, and it is predicted with 
confidence that they will be a more 
nounced success even than steel 
cars. 

Popular Mechanics points out the 
relative advantages of steel cars as 
compared to wooden cars, as follows: 

Passenger will be more secure 
the cars of steel, for, as has been 
proven with the steel freight trains, it 
is almost impossible to demolish them 
In wrecks where the trains were com- 
posed of both steel and wooden cars 
the latter have been torn to splinters, 
while the metal cars remained unin- 
jured. A given weight of steel will 
carry much more than the same weight 
of wooden car, hence the lighter weigat 
necessary to carry a given load makes 
the steel car much more economical, 
Other advantages are: Reduced num 
ber of care required, reduced friction 
and atmospheric resistance; reduced 
empty car movement; reduced switch- 
ing service; reduced train length; re- 
duced payment for car mileage and 
cest of inspection; reduced number of 
parts; longer life; no insurance; 
greater salvage; increase in traffic, ¢a- 
pacity of sidings, terminals, and, in 
fact, the entire road; decrease in cost 
of repairs from an average between 
$35 and $40 per annum for wooden cars 
to an average, established by complete 
records, of $10 to $15.” 

Far and away above all the other 
advantages claimed for steel cars is 
that of comparative safety for passen- 
gers in case of wreck. If the claims 
that are made in behalf of the metal 
care in this cne respect can be sub- 
stantiated in their practical use, they 
will be sure to come into general use in 
the very near future. 

The paper from which the above ex- 
tract is taken has an illustration show- 
ing the effects of a head-end collision 
on the Union Pacific. One of the col- 
liding trains consisted of a number of 
steel freight care and several wooden 
ones.. The latter, which were at the 
rear of the train, were thrown about 
promiscuously and badly splintered, 
while the steel cars were uninjured. 

Passenger cars that will not telescope 
in a collision, nor break up into kin- 
wood, nor take fire, nor otherwise 
seriously endanger passengers in case 
of accident, will certainly “fill a long- 
telt want.“ If the steel passenger 
coach will fulfill these conditions, it 
cannot come into general use any too 
oon. 


CHOOLS AND GOOD ROADS. 

To the ordinary observer the con- 
nection between good roads and good 
schools is not apparent upon the sur- 
face. But in rural communities the re- 
lation between these two important 
factors of civilization is much more in- 
timate than it would seem to be at 
first thought. The farmers of Eastern 
Tennessee have become aroused to the 
closeness of this relation, and have 
taken hold of the good-roads move- 
ment in earnest. The plan for co- 
operation between the State and the 
nation for the betterment of country 
roads especially commends itself to 
them, and they have become its enthu- 
siastic advocates. 

At the East Tennessee Farmers’ Con- 
vention, held recently, at which there 
was an attendance of 1200 men, the 
Brownlow bill providing for national 
aid jn the building of good roads was 
enthusiastically indorsed. In the dis- 
cussions before the convention the fact 
was clearly brought out that the 
Brownlow plan, if put into practice, 
would be the means of bringing about 
great improvement in the country 
schools. This point has not heretofore 
been emphasized in the discussion of 
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of the schools over 150 children were 
buyers of “policy,” as were also a large | 
numder of scholars in other schools, 
this being done under the protection | 
and with the connivance of the police.

Unimproved roads. are unquestionably 
a serious drawback to the successful | 
conduct of rural schools. This is clearly 
shown by the fact that the attendance 
at these schools falls off when the sen- 
son of well-nigh impassable roads ar- 
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lated country school can have. By this 
plan it is possible to reduce the total 
expenses of school maintenance, and 
at the same time greatly to increase the 
efficiency of the schools, as a whole. In 
some sections wagons are sent out at 
public expense to bring in the children 
from outlying localities. It is appar- 
ent that this plan is not practicable 
unless the roads are good, and that it 
is wholly feasible In sections where the 
highways are of the first class. Thus 
it is clear that the wretched roads 
which are found in many sections of 
the country are a serious obstacie to 
the development of the country school 
up to its full efficiency, 

Early in the nineteenth century con- 
siderable progress was made in na- 
tional road building; but with the ad- 
vent of the steam railroad the policy 
of national road building was aban- 
doned, and for three-quarters of a cen- 
tury, while the most stupendous system 
of steam roads in the world has been 
in process of construction, our country 
roads have been shamefully neglected. 
This policy is shortsighted and in- 
jurious to all interests; for good rural 
highways are as essential to the proper 
development of the country as are the 
great railroads which gridiron the con- 
tinent in all directions. No men real- 
ize this more keenly tran the owners 
‘and operators of the great railroad sys- 
tems, and they are found among the 
most enthusiastic advocates of rural 
highway improvement. 

It is evident that the long discussion 
of ways and means for the building of 
good roads is about to result in the 
adoption of practical measures to se- 
cure the results desired. If Congress 
will enact the Brownlow bill, or some 
measure essentially like it, a tremen- 
dous stride forward will have been 
taken, and the good-roads movement 
will gain an impetus which will assur- 
edly carry it through to triumphant 
success.

' Revolving Scrubbing Brush. 
With the great number of office build- 
ings which are going up constantly 


there arises a demand for some means 
of scrubbing their enormous floor areas | 


brush shown in the cut, which has not 
only the advantage of covering a great 
deal of floor space as it moves along, 
but the action of its bristles on the 
floor is increased as a rotary motion 
is imparted to it as well as the back 
and forth motion. This feature is said 
to decrease the labor of scrubbing by 
half.

The scrubbing brush has two long 
handles, one of which is held in each 
of the operator’s hands. The handles 
are Pe to. a post on top of the 
brush head, and by means of a rack 
and pinion arrangement carried on the 
upper part of the brush head the brush 
is given a rotary motion as the handles 
are moved toward and away from each 
other. At the same time the brush is 
given the usual forward and backward 
motion. This device has been invented 
by a resident of the Far Northwest, 
and has been tried on some of the office 
buildings of Tacoma and Vancouver, 
and, it is said, performs its functions 
with ease.

During the 
fame period copper mining in Spain 
has suffered from fluctuations, and in 
Chile the increase has been 18 per cent., 
while in Australia the increase was 
but 65 per cent. It was said, on he 
other hand, that the increase in the 
value of copper in foreign markets iad 
been the principal stimulus for the in- 
crease in the Mexican production. But, 
K has resulted that the fabuleus de- 
mand felt during the past three or 
four years in London and New York, 
was due to the necessity for copper 
for industrial purposes, in electrical 
appliances, etc., and as soon as the 
special demand was filled the price of 
the metal has manifested a downward 
tendency, although never reaching the 
leyel that it reached ten or fifteen 
years ago.

Charles Stanley, the inventor of the 
air-ship, has just returned from San 
Francisco. He says that all differences 
existing between the shareholders of 
the Aérial Navigation Company of San 
Francisco have been adjusted. The 
ship being fihished at that point will 
be placed in commission in about four 
months. A site has been secured on 
the Paseo in this capital, near the 
castle of Chapultepec, where the Mex- 
ican air-ship is now being constructed. 
It is not certain when the ship wil 
be completed here. 

AGRICULTURE. 

The section of country round Torreon, 
Coahuila, has had an earby commence- 
ment of the rainy season. Heavy rains 
fell all over the Laguna district, suffi- 
cient to help the cotton growers sen- 
sibly. The Nazas River, the Nile of 
that section, flowed for a week at 
rate that overfilled the great irrigation 
ditches that branch eut througn the 
corn and cotton districta, The cotton is 
still very small, and not in need of 
moisture, all the irrigation went to the 
lands that had not been prepared be- 
fore, and many thousands of acres will 
be plowed and planted to corn and 
beans that would not have been sowed 
but for these early rains. The high 
price of cotton for the last five years 
caused most farmers to raise little else, 
leaving the grain crop to be produced 
further among the hills where cotton 
cannot grow. As usual, the rains were 
much heavier farther north, and in 
consequence, the mails were held up 
six days at a time. Labor is scarce, 
and the laborers get extraordinary 
wages. Men got 40 ta-50 cents per day 
last year, and cannot now be had for 
$1. The farmers are the sufferers. 

Heavy loss of corn has occurred on 
the haciendas in the vicinity of Lake 
Chalco, in this valley, owing to frosts 


during the past week. The loss in the 


corn is estimated at $500,000, Corn 
upon 10,000 acres of the Noriega lands 
has been destroyed by this frost. It is 
an unusual and apparently unaccounted 
for phenomenon considering the time of 
the year. 

Among the arrivals in the city are W. 
Derby Johnson, the president and 
bishop of the Mormon colony in Chi- 
huahua. The colony which is known as 
Colonia Diaz, now numopers over 700 in 
all. There are eight Mormon colonies 
in Mexico. Of these six are in the 
State of Chihuahua and two in So- 
nora. With the thrift usual among 
Mormons, they are making gardens to 
bloom in desert places of Mexico. The 
bishop says that the fruit and grain 
crops this year are superabundant, and 
the colonies are now turning their at- 
tention to stock-raising as well. He is 
accompanied by his brother-in-law, C. 
R. Fillerup, the principal of the Mor- 
mon Academy, and the gentlemen will 
be here till the close of next week. 

A NEW INDUSTRY. 

A. A. Chaillet, a French-American 
resident of this city, has obtained from 
the vernment 72 concession for the 
manufacture of Ancandescent lamps, a 
wholly new industry in this country. 
All there articles have hitherto been 
imported and have cost correspond- 
ingly. Many of the haciendas in the 
republic are utilizing Water power for 
the making of light, and it is estimated 
each light in the country will need at 
least two lamps per year. The copces- 
sionaire has therefore a big market be- 
fore him. He has acquired large expe- 
rience, having built four factories in 
Germany, Canada and the United 
States. He is the inventor anu patentee 
of the Shelby lamp, and built his last 
factory at Shelby, This factory 
commenced with an output of 1000 
lamps per day, but its present output 
is 15,000 lamps daily. A company has 
been organized by Mr. Chaillet, with a 
capital of $100,000 silver. The factory 
will commence with an output of 1000 
lamps per day, and in eighteen months 
he expects it will be turning out 5000 
daily. The market need in the Federal 
district alone is over 1000 per day. The 
imported bulbs cost from 40 to 75 cents 
silver each. The best lamp of the day 
will be manufactured here under such 
conditions as will allow of its sale here 
at the present prices of the poorest 
lamp in the market. Yet, while sav- 
ing money to the consumer, the concern 
expects to make a profit of 30 per cent. 
minimum dividend per annum on each 
1000 lamps made per day. This manu- 
facture is very delicate and compli- 
cated; no less than fifty operations are 
necessary before the article is finished 
for .the market. Mr. Chaillet also ex- 
pects to do business with Central and 
South America from this Mexican 
plant; also with China, Japan and Aus- 
tralia. There is not a lamp factory in 
any of those countries, which import 
over 25,000,000 lamps annually. In this, 
as in many other proposed lines, Mex- 
ico proposes to strike out for the trade 
with thé South and the Far East. 

At a special meeting of the National 
Bank of this capital, the bank with 
which the Mexican government makes 
its deposits, held last Monday, it was 
voted to increase the capital of the 
bank. It will iesue 60,000 new shares of 
the nominal value of $190 each. The 
present capital is $20,000,000, so it will 
be increased to $26,000,000. Of the pro- 
posed new issue 22,500 snares will be 
given in exchange for 30,000 founder's 
bonds and 7.500 shares will be sold, 
probably to the actual holders of the 
bank securities. The latter will be sold 


considerably above par, so the accession 


of actual cash to the bank will be far 
in excess of $3,750,000, the face value of 
the shares to be sold. This excess will 
be applied to reserve and precautionary 
funds of the National Bank. 

The Mexican legation in Rome has 
just been dignified with the creation of 
firet secretaryship, and Don Ramon 
Pacheco, who is now second secretary 
at Japan, will be the incumbent of the 
diplomatic honor at the eternal city. 
She United States Consu!l-General, 
Andrew Barlow, will soon leave for 
California on a pleasure trip, and dur- 
ing his absence ward Martin Conley, 
the clever vice and deputy consul-gen- 
eral, will remain in charge. 

NEW COINING MACHINE. 

This morning, the new coining ma- 
chines in the mint, which were brought 
from Philadelphia, commenced to work. 
The machinery ie of the most modern 
type. Two new engines of fifty-horse- 
power capacity each have been erected. 
Power will be conveyed to the coining 
machines and the other mechanical 
contrivances by means of large belts 


and pulleys. Both the engines were} 


made in this city. Among the machines 
Installed are four reconocedores of 
Mexican make, and they are perfect in 
appointment. Their work is to strike 
off pieces of silver from the sheets of 
that metal prior to the stamping by 
the coining machines. They are the

After their visit. which 
will last till September, Capt. and 
Mrs. Jones will depart for the Philip- 
pines, where Capt. Jones's regiment 
has been ordered. Capt. Powell Clay- 
ton, son of the Ambassador, is already 
stationed in the Philippines. 

The following order was issued by 
United States Postmaster-General 
Payne, pertaining to mall destined to 
this republic, to take effect July 1, 1903:

Ten- Million- Steel Plant Ready 

to Make 8 Rails—Officials of New 

Railroad Surprised—The Guggenheims 

Turned Down.

MONTEREY (Mex.) July 7.~Monte- 
rey's $10,000,000 steel plant, by far the 
most important industrial establish- 
ment in the republic of Mexico, is now 
in operation, turning out 350 tons of 
steel daily. At present the output of 
the plant is confined to structural steel, 
but within a few days the manufacture 
of steel rails will be commenced. Large 
orders for rails have been placed by 
several of the railroads of Mexico, and 
besides covering the Mexican field, the 
management of the plant expects to 
compete with the steel mils of the 
United States and Europe in supplying 
the demand for rails in Central and 
South America. 

One thousand men are now on the 
Pay rolls of the plant, and in addi- 
tign the company gives employment to 
over 2000 men at the iron and coal 
mines from which the needed supplies 
for the plant are drawn. The iron 
mines are located near Golondrina, a 
station on the ational Railroad of 
Mexico, about sixty miles north of this 
city, and the coal mines are in the 
northern portion of the State of Coa- 
huila. The iron mines of the company 
are considered the richest in Mexico. 

When the steel plant is in full opera- 
tion and the fron and coal mines de- 
veloped to meet the increased demand, 
the industry will give employment to 
5000 men. 

“This industry will give Mexico a 
new place among the nations,” said 
Vicente Ferrara, president of the steel- 
plant company, in discussing the fu- 
ture of the plant. “Up to this time it 
has been thought of only as a country 
of mines and agriculture. There is 
nothing like manufacturing to develop 
a country, and our efforts and achieve- 
ments will give the needed impetus to 
that industry. Enterprising men will 
se- tee advantage of manufacturing 
mining machinery, agricultural imple- 
ments and hundreds of other tron and 
steel products, now imported from for- 
eign countries, and will follow our 
example.” 

The “'a. Fundidora de Fierro y Acero 
de Monterey, 8. A., was organized, with 
a capital of $10,000,000, on May 6, 1900. 
Vicente Ferrara, an Italian, now presi- 
dent of the company, was the promoter 
of the enterprise and succeeded in in- 
teresting some of the wealthiest men of 
Monterey and the City of Mexico. 
Eugene Kelly of New York, a son-in- 
law of the late Patricio Milmo of 
Monterey, is the only stockholder not 
a resident of Mexico. Work on the 
plant was commenced soon after the 
organization the company, and the 
fire of the i ense blast furnace was 
started in April. Ten days ago the 
first steel was turned out.

In the building will also be found a 
music room, two reception rogms, a 
smoking room, a billiard room and as 
complete a culinary department as ¢an 
be found on the Pacific Coast. 

The basement will contain baggage 

rooms, storage .rooms, furnace and 
oller rooms. 
. The building will be heated by steam. 
lighted by gas and electricity, and 
— with modern conveniences gen- 
erally. 

The walls of all the rooms will be 
tinted in oleasing colors, and the m 
terior finish of each will be in harmony 
therewith. 

On the top of the building will be a 
root garden, which will be an especial 
feature of v structure. This gar- 
den will afford a view of the city, with 
the valleys surrounding it, and of the 
mountains and ocean in the distance.

Attorney Frank P. Flint of the South- 
ern Pacific's law department is back 
from a four months’ European tour, 
which included England, Belgium, 
France, Germany, Switzerland, Italy 
and Austria. He has a few compari- 
sons to make in faver of certain inati- 
tutions in the “old country,” but on 
the whole he finds America better even 
than it had seemed before. 

“I might mention.” said Mr. Fiint, 
‘that while in Europe 1 heard the 
names of only too American cities men- 
tioned by foreigners. They were New 
York and Los Angeles. Ch is 
known to be im the United States, but 
the average foreigner, while he realizes 
the city is lovated somewhere west of 
New York, has no idea just how to get 
there. 

“Everywhere in Europe I found labor 
troubies, and the situation in England 
due to this condition is deplorable. in 
the end it is bound to prove a serious 
menace to the country’s prosperity.” 

Mr. Flint says that he found London 
the most agreeable city he visited, and 
was especially impressed with the sys- 
tem of underground rallways being in- 
stalled there by Charies T. Yerkes, the 
Chicago traction magnate. In other 
places he found electric n 
facilities far behind those of the United 
States. He met several Los Angeles 
parties while abroad, and found that 
about half of the tourists in Europe are 
Americans. 


Finish Counting $403,000,000. 


For the past 30 days a large force of 
experts has been engaged in counting 
up the money in the reserve vaults of 
the treasury, and their labors were 
completed today. In these reserve 
vaults is held money furnished by the 
Bureau of Engraving and Printing to 
the treasurer for’iesue in supplying the 
wants and demands for circulating 
notes, and for which he is responsible. 

When the count began there were in 
the vault nearly 10,000 bundles of cur- 
rency, each bundle containing 4000 
notes. Each of the latter bundles con- 
tained in turn 40 smaller packages of 
100 notes each. A bundle of one-dollar 
notes contains $100, while bundles of 
notes of the denomination of $1000 con- 
tain $100,000, and a bundle of $10,000 
notes contains $1,000,000.

“before taking that trip with Longfel- 
low,” but his testimony was generally 
unshaken.

This department will ask for a 
very large increase in its allowance, 
the amount hav Placed as 
high as $400,000. s yet the estimate 
has not been filed. 

An indication of the growth of the 
city and the manner in which expenses 
pile up is afforded by the park depart- 
ment. In 1991-1902 this department was 
allowed $69.431 and expended $64,458.15. 
For the year just closed the depart- 
ment was allowed 879.685 and expended 
4. 182.87. The estimate for the coming 
fiscal year was first fixed at $136,009. 
but the Park Commission is now en- 
deavoring to scale down this estimate 

The estimates for all departments 
will be much higher this year than 
last.

Such were the closing words of At- 
torney Earl Rogers in the defense's 
opening statement to the jury in the 
Melrose murder trial yesterday, imme- 
diately after dinner, when the prose- 
cution had announced that its case was 
rested. 

The much-talked-of tree was not in- 
troduced by the State. : 

All the forenoon was taken up by the 
prosecution in closing its case. The 
real sensation of the day occurred dur- 
ing Rogers's opening statement. He 
said some awfully harsh things about 
the District Attorney's office and the 
methods alleged to have been resorted 
to to convict Melrose. 

“Why, gentlemen,” said rs, in 
the course of a twenty-minute harangue, 
“there were no more bullet holes in the 
head of Broome when he was buried 
than there are now in any of your 
heads, and by reputable witnesses we 
propose to show the fact.” 

It was here that Rogers sprung his 
sensation by accusing the District At- 
torney’s office of having tampered With 
Broome’s body in Evergreen Ceme- 
tery, this city. 

“We will prove, if permitted to do so,” 
continued Rogers, that certain at- 
tachés of the District Attorney's office 
one night last month, Went out to Ev- 
ergreen Cemetery and uncovered the 
body, leaving the grave open all night; 
the next morning the body was taken 
to a little brick house near by; about 
3 o'clock that afternoon counsel for the 
defense, with two reputable physi- 
cians of the city, arrived to see what 
was being done in a surreptitious man- 
ner, and for a long time hung around 
waiting for something to happen; pres- 
ently Mr. Longfellow, a detective in the 
District Attorney's office, was seen to 
drive up with Ira Hauser, and when 
they saw counsel for the defense and 
others on hand, they did not stop. but 
drove away, hoping to head off one Dr. 
Sawyer and Dr. Trueworthy, who were 
on their way to the e»metery; but as 
Longfellow and Hauser drove out one 
side of the cemetery, the 
in at another.

Los Angeles concert-goers found a 
Great favorite last winter in Edward 
A. MacDowell, the talented pianist- 
comporer, Mr. MacDowell made numer- 
ous friends and many admirers during 
his stay in this city, who will doubt- 
less be pleased to learn that he re- 
eently dared storm the English metrop- 
olis. True, the London critics did not 
overpraise him. The Telegraph, how- 
ever, is quite gracious, saying: “Mr. 
Macbhowell's concerto made eminently 
agreeable hearing, both for those who 
had some previous knowledge of it. and 
for those who had not.

peared to be rising, moored the boat 
under the lea of the bank and all 
hands settled down for a snooze. Two 
o'clock arrived and the wind was blow- 
ing a stiff gale. I called Abdul and 
inquired as to the whereabouts of the 
dinner-boat and he, awakened from a 
sound sleep on the inclosed deck, 
looked hazily around and then went 


forth to view the land. 
Ahhadu was summoned from his 
Slumbers in the cook beat, and in- 


formed us that the dinner-boat was a 
mile back. Orders were dispatched to 
him to go back at onre, but he sent 
word that he was afraid to, as the wind 
was so high it would take the roof off. 
Commands were issued that the dunga 
should be taken back at once, roof or 
no roof, and then began a tussle be- 
tween the wind and ourselves. In 
place of backing the dunga they stu- 
pidiy turned it around and in doing so 
the wind of curse got the upper hand. 
The bearer. the two hove and I hung 
on to the roof while the other members 
of the party tied down mats and picked 
up the tables arid their contents as 
they blew over and fell down. 

As the matted boat ecareened over to 
one side we were all seized with ter- 
ror, bat did not show it of course: 
then as ve faced the gale, the men on 
the tow-path pulling,’ and the ones in 
the bow poling with all their strength, 
the wind rushed under the roof and 
lifted it a moment io our orror, but 
our united wetghts hanging to the pole 
support held it down, heaven be 
thanked, and we made the mile after 
vain struggles and much terror on al! 
gur parts, and had dinner amid the 
noise of the rattling and banging of 
every loose article in efther boat. 
Since that time we have had no trou- 
hile in keening near the Ainver toast’ T 
really think we were in a good deal of 
danger, and were very fortunate to 
come out of it as we 414. 

THE DAILY ORDER. 

We moored near a village that even- 
ing until after dinner, and were greatly 
interested in the cries of the different 
native tradesmen along the banks, one 
of them, a vender of bread. called out 
in lovely minor tones, “Bakatu! Bak- 
atu' BRakatu'’ which Abhadu told us 
meant rolls“ in Kashmiri. As we go 
further down, the river find all the 
fruit trees in flower, and the alr is 
filled with fragrance. We haye chota 
hazri at seven-thirty as usual, brought 
to us. if we have already made a start 
on a small boat—shikara—and at 8:30 
get up and have our baths, the water 
Raving been stored at the last village 
in huge earthen jars. The river water 
is far teo dirty to use. We are dressed 
by breakfast time, 9.30, and while 
dressing the deck and sitting-room are 
washed down, the rugs beaten, and 
the matting roof lifted up on poles, 
the matting curtains rolled up, and the 
vares filled with flowers, if we are not 
“under way. At 9.50 our boat is 
poled up beside the dinner boat, and 
fastened, until we have breakfast. 

We keep to the beat pretty much

The mongoose follows us in 
our walks, without his harness, and 
is a continual delizht to us. He sniffs 
every hole and often lags behind to 
dig for small frogs, which cover 
themselves with earth. or to unearth 
horrible Insects and devour them. 
Ahhadu, who has conceived 4 great 
idea of our importance, compels all 
the boatmen and people we meet or 
pass, to Salaam respectfully, and treats 
them with great severity if they omit 
that courtesy, and he also tries to 


ging the other boats (big houseboats) 
restrain thelr overpowering desire to 
yell last messages when we are out 
of hearing of any but those terribly 
shrill two-edged voices, the most 
strident and irritating in the world, I 
eall them. Our boatmen seem to have 
less of that shrill quality in their 
voices, and probably owing to our re- 
peated admonitions, shriek less often 
than the dreadful coolles. 

We are accompanied all the way up 
the river by a pair of bulbuls. and 
are told that it is so with all the 
dungas, as the natives feed the birds 
and make great pets of them. They 
fly into the rooms, bulld nests under 
the roof, and are busy and chirrupy 
ali day. Although they are supposed 


to be a nightingale, they have no 
song, only a few trilling notes, but 
—5 are very attractive little crea- 
ures.

LAW INTERPRETED. 


SCME RECENT DECISIONS OF 
THE COURTS. 
[Specially Compiled for The Times.) 

A foreign judgment rejecting a claim 
after a fair trial on the merits is held, 
in MacDonaid vs. Grand Trunk Ky. 
Go. (N. H.) 69 L. R. A. 448, to be a bar 
to subsequent attempt by the same 
Plain to recover the same claim 
Irom the same defendant in the loca) 
courts, although such judgment in- 
volves a mistake as to the force and 
effect of the local laws. 

— — 

A suit for partnership accounting 
which results in a judgment in 
plaintiffs favor for a mall balance 
is held. in Swepson vs. Davis (Tenn. 
59 I. R. A. 501. not to sustain a simpie 
action for malicious prosecution, al- 
though complainant alleges mismanage- 
ment of the business and sappro- 
priation of funds, which allegations 
were not sustained. 


The negligence of a fellow servant 
is held, in Loveless vs, Standard Gold 
Mining Co. (Ga.) 59 L. R. A. 596, not to 
relieve the master from liability to a 
eoservant for an injury which would 
not have happened had the master not 
been negligent himeelf. 


The mere drilling of a well and the 
discovery of oii are held, in Parish Fork 
On Co. vs. Bridgewater Gas Co. (W. 
Va) 50 Lh A. 566, not to give a 
vested interest in the oli to the lessees 
in an oll and gas lease, so.as to give 
them the right.to cease operations, 


em them the right to 
produce and take the oil in accordance 
with the terms of the contract. 


A mupicipality is held, in Clayton vs. 
Hallett (Cow.) 69 L. R. A. 407, to have 
the power to take property in trust for 
the education of poor white male or- 
phans, under statutory authority to 
take gifts by devise, and providing for 
the assistance of charitable organiza- 
tions and for the good order, nealth, 
good government, and general welfare 
of the city. 

Under a general welfare clause a mu- 
nicipal corporation is heid, in Watson 
vs. Thompson (Ga.) 88 L. R. A. 62, to 
have no right to prohibit one from car- 
rying on a lawful vocation on Christ- 
mas day, when there is nothing in the 
character of the business which is 
calculated to interfere with the peace, 
good order, and .safety of the com- 
munity. 

A constitutional provision that 
city shall become indebted beyond a 
certain limit in any manner or for 
any purpose is heid, in Ottumwa va. 
City Water Supply Co. (C, C. App. 8th 
Cc.) 58 L. R. A. 64, to forbid the mak- 
ing of a present levy of an annual tax, 
to extend over a long period of years, 
for the payment of interest-bearing 
bonds, with the proceeds of which a 
municipal water supply is to be imme- 
diately procured. 

The isevance of bonds by a munici- 
pality, to procure funds for a water 
suppiy, which are payable out of a 
sinking fund to be provided by a Spe- 
cial tax upon the property within the 
municipality, and tor which there can 
be no general liability on the part of 
the city, is held, in Swanson vs. Ot- 
tumwa (lowa) 69 L. R. A. 620, not to 
create an indebtedness within the 
meening of a constitutional limitation 
of municipal indebtedness upon the 
acquisition of a water supply or sewer 
system. 


One who negligentiy inflicts injury 
on another is held, in Maguire va. 
Sheehan (C. C. App. ist C. 589 I. R. A, 
496, not to be able to escape any part 
of the loss caused therefrom for the 
reason that, because of the condition 
of the injured person, produced by his 
voluntary use of aicohol, the shock of 
the injury brought on delirium tremens, 
which retarded his recovery. 


One purchasing from an agent, upon 
his indorsement, commercial paper pay- 
able to the order of his principal, is 
held, Jackson Paper Mig. Co. vs. Com- 
mercial Nat. Bank (In.) 30 L. R. X. 
667, to have no right to imply auther- 
ity to make the indorsement from the 
facts that he has been the agent in 
charge of the principal's mili, engaged 
in the management of his business, op- 
ening mali, giving orders to — 2 
and countersigning checks drawn by 
the principal for supplies. 


No invitation to cross the yard of a 
railroad company to reach show 
grounds is held, in Clark va. Northern 
P. R. Co. (Wash.) 589 L. R. A. 508, to 
given by the railroad company by per- 
mitting a circus to exhibit on its va- 
cant land adjoining its switch yard, 
so as to charge it with the duty of 
exercising care to protect people from 
danger, and render it liable to one in- 
jured by the operation of trains while 
attempting to cross the yard after 
having been expressly told to keep out, 
where the show grounds can be reached 
without danger by the highway. 

A railroad company is heid, in Ash- 
worth vs. Southern R. Co. (Ga.) L. K. 
A. 592, to be liable for injury to a child 
of immature years who gets u the 
running board of an engine aa it enters 
a playground, according to a gefieral 
custom of children playing there, weil 
known to the railroad employés, and 
who is injured while attempting to 
alight therefrom at a point where chil. 
dren have been, for a lo time pre- 
vious. in the habit of alighting, even 
though the employés in charge of the 
train had no actual knowledge of the 
ehiid’s presence upon the engine. 


An ordinance requiring an street

have been taken long since. Railroad 
employés, if properly instrected, can 
do much toward relieving the suffer 
ings of injured people ttmemediately 
after acoidents dave occurred. Ther

and ini t men. Ry follow'ng the 
right sort of metheds they will prove 
of great essistance tw physicians. 
They can easily be taught to attend 
to simple fractures, to alleviate suffer- 
Ing, and even to administer the neces- 
sary medicine in certain cases. 

When accidents occur, it is prompe- 
ness of help which counts the most. In 
the majority of cases it takes severa! 
hours before needed surgical treatment 
can be obtained. Such a delay often 
entaile the loss of life or limb which 
could have been saved by prompt u 
sistance. It i to be ho that other 
railroad corporations will deem it ex- 
pedient to follow the example eet by the 
Philadelphia and Reading. Their own 
interests, if not purely humane consid- 
erations, urge them to it.—({St.

work in his study. He laid aside his paper as I entered, 
shook my hand and addressed me in English. He speaks 
English fluently, and it was in that tongue that the in- 
terview was conducted. As the Prince talked, I had 
some chance to study him. He is a straight, well-formed 
and rather heavily built man of fifty. He has a broad 
forehead, bright piercing eyes and hair and beard of 
frosted silver. He looks more like a practical business 
American than one’s ordinary idea of a Russian prince, 
and he impressed me with his force of character and 
common-sense. 


The first subject that came up was the trans-Siberian 
ral.road, and in the course of the talk I asked His Excel- 
lency if he thought it would be a commercial success. He 
replied: 

“The road was built as a military and state enterprise, 
and the Emperor's idea was that it would develop Siberia 
for our surplus population. It was believed that the in- 
crease in values would eventually make the road pay, 
but the outlook now is that it will be a very profitable 
undertaking, and will eventually give good dividends on 
the cost of construction. N 


“The traffic has grown beyond our wildest expectations. 
We are already running ten trains each way per day, 
and we shall have td increase this number to fifteen or 
sixteen very soon. The passenger traffic is growing, and 
it will some time pay a large part of the expenses of the 
road. The freight traffic is growing in the same ratio. 
As for the whole line, it already pays its operating ex- 
penses and about 2 per cent on the capital invested. The 
traffic is so heavy that the rails will not stand it. They 
are too light. We shall have to relay the whole road 
and replace them. I did not approve of these light rails, 
but I had no idea of the possibilities of the line. We ex- 
pected at first to run about three trains cach way daily. 
The road was hardly completed before we bad twice that 
many, and, as I have said, we now have more than three 
times that number.” | 


Butter Trains from Siberia. 2 


ee me some idea of your freight, Your Excellency,” 
said I. 

“It is far different from what we supposed it would. 
be,” replied Prince Hilkoff! “We expected to carry 
grain, cattle, farming machinery, merchandise and mili- 
tary supplies, and so we do. But, in addition, we have a 
big business in dairy products. The grass of Western 
Siberia is very rich. There are vast pastures and the 
cattle feeding upon them produce the finest of milk and 
butter. Siberia is already one of the chief dairy coun- 
tries of the world, and butter from there is shipped direct 
to London over the trans-Siberian road and through 
Russia. We carry it to the Baltic and send it thence to 
England by fast steamers. It takes about three weeks to 
get it to the seaboard. It is carried in refrigerator cars, 
gome cooled by ice and some by chemicals. 

“We have already 1000 cars devoted to this trade alone, 
and during the season we run two fast butter trains er- 
ery day. We have refrigerators at the stations to store 
the butter. We are already shipping almost a billion 
und a half pounds of butter a year, and the business is 
in its infancy. It will steadily grow, and in time im- 
proved breeds of caitle will be introduced, 
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Fruit for the Far East. 


“Another feature of our traffic,” continued Prince Hl 
koff, ‘is the shipment of fruits to Siberia. There are 
people in Siberia who had never seen apples, grapes and 
oranges until the coming of the railroad. These fruits 
were sold only in the larger cities. They had to be 
brought by the pcst or by steamers, and it was impossible 
to carry perishable fruit. Oranges then brought as 
much as 75 cents or $1 apiece. They are now sold at 
reasonable prices all along the railroad.” 

How about grain, Your Excellency; can you make a 
low enough freight rate to compete with ours in the mar- 
kets of Europe?” 

*] think we shal! be able to do so,” replied the Minister 
of Rallroads. “We are already shipping grain north- 
ward to Archangel, and from there to different parts of 
Europe by sea. Our grain market of the future will be 
largely in the Far East. There is an enormous demand 
for wheat and other cereals in China, and that trade wi!! 
probably be developed.” 


Ametican Trade With Siberia. 


“How about the prospects of American trade in Si- 
beria? Does it offer any field for our commercial inva- 
sion?” 

“Yes,” replied Prince Hilkoff, “American goods are 
already sold in many paris of Siberia. This is especially 
so of farming tools. There is a demand for reapers and 
mowers, and there should be an opening for al! sorts of 
goods supplied by the Western States. I look for a great 
increase in the commerce between Eastern Siberia and 
the Pacific slope. That part of your country is almost 
destitute of good coal. We have excellent coal in Si- 
beria, which we can ship you at a profii, and in return 
the vessels can bring back American merchandise and 
machinery. American furniture is also in demand, and 
there is no reason why all sorts of American goods 
should not be sold.” 

Sibetian Coal Mines. 

“How about the coal areas of the trans-Siberian rall- 
road, Your Excellency?” 

“We are finding new coal fields every year,” replied 
Prince Hilkoff. “One of the great arguments against 
building the road was the probable lack of fuel. It was 
said that we should have to cut down the forests to feed 
the engines. The prospects are that we shall have plenty 
of coal for all time from the beds along the line of the 
road. The coal we are now using comes from deposits 
near the track. Some of it is excellent coking coal, and

A Leck at the Trans-Siberian Road. 


I here asked some questions about the improvements 
of the trans-Siberian railroad, and His Excellency took 
me across the room and showed me a number of maps in 
illustration of his talk. I can only give the gist of his 
conversation. The road when completed with its Mau- 
churian branches wii] be 5542 miles long and the route 
from ocean to ocean, that ls, from Havre to Viadivostok, 
will be 7500 mies iu length. Ai present it takes a little 
over two weeks to go from St. Petersburg to Port Ar- 
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ther, and the time will eventually be cut down to ten 
days. Gen. Miles made the trip from Peking to St. 
Petersburg in eighteen days, and he told me 
that traveling was very comfortable all the way 
through. Within a short time we shall be able 
to go from London to Paris to Shanghai in sixteen 
days instead of ip the thirty- -five days required by ra- 
road and sea via the Suez Canal. The latter trip to 
Shanghai costs The Trans-Siberian fare is $169, 
making a saving of $290, in addition to the twenty days. 
There is no doubt but that the most of the travel to the 
Far East will be by railroad in the very near future. 

I understand that the trains are good. The express, 
which goes once a week, has sleeping cars, dining cars, 
a library, a gymnasium and all the comforts possible to 
railroad travel. The trains go at a good average speed, 
and everything is done for the comfort of the passen- 
gers. 


The Lake Baika! Extension. 


At present the cars are ferried across Lake Baikal, but 
there is talk of building a railroad along the banks of the 
lake, and connecting the two ends of the line. I asked 
Prince Hilkoff what he thought of this scheme. He re- 
plied: 

“| do not approve of it. As it is now, we cross the 
lake on a steam ferry. The distance is only twenty-fouf 
miles, whereas if we extend the road, it will mean a hun- 
dred and fifty miles of new line, and this will have little 
advantage over the lake, as it will take longer to go »y 
train than by the ferry. The great objection has been 
that the lake is covered by ice in winter, but this can be 
obviated by ice breakers. We had one from America 
which worked well for a year or so, when its paddle 
wheel broke This stopped the traffic for a time, and was 
the cause of the proposition to build the railroad around 
the lake. Several good steam ice breakers would keep 
the lake open the year around, and they would be in- 
finitely cheaper than the new railroad, which would cost 
millions of dollars.” 


The Growth of Siberia. 


“What is the railroad doing for Siberia, Your Bxcel- 
lency?” I asked. 

“It is opening up the country, and it will result in its 
development. Numerous branch lines will have to be 
constructed, and in time there will be a great empire out 
there inhabited by Russians. The territory is enormons. 
Siberia is two and one-half times as big as Russia in 
Europe. It is half as iarge again a; the whole European 
continent, and considerably bigger than the whole United 
States with Alaska and your new colonies added. The 
northern part of it is not worth much, being composed 
of polar marshes the subsoil of which is always frozen, 
but a little south of that there is a vast belt of pine and 
fir trees, and farther south the wide strip through which 
the railroad goes. Much of the land there compares with 
the northern part of the United States which you call 
your great northwest, and with the adjoining country on 
the other side of the line belonging to the British. It 
will raise wheat and all sorts of hardy cereals. We ere 
finding it excellent for dairying, and it is impossible to 
tell what it may not be in the future. A large part of 
the value of Siberia is in its minerals. It has gold, sil- 
ver, copper and iron. It has coal, rock salt and precions 
stones, and it is in short a world in itself which we have 
not yet prospected.” 

Eight Million Siberians. 


“How about immigration?” I asked. 

“The population is steadily increasing,” replied Prince 
Hilkoff. “We are shipping in a vast number of settlers 
over the railroad, and the steamer, take many from 
Odessa down through the Suess and about Viadi- 
vostok and other paris of Eastern The immi- 
gration began along about 2860, and in 1889 about 
After that the number coming 
in increased much more rapi and at present villages, 
towns and little cities are growing up all along the line 
of the railroad. The total population of Siberia is now 
about eight millions, of which a large proportion is 
Russian. The trans-Siberian alone carried 150,000 im- 
migrants last year, and we shall take more this.” 

“How about the sesglement of Manchuria? Will you 
not establish Russian colonies along the line of the East- 
ern Chinese Railroad?” 

“I have nothing to do with the Manchurian end of the 
line,” replied Hig Excéliency. “That is owned by a pri- 
vate company, and is more directly under the charge of 
the Minister of Pimatice. I don't believe that colonies 
would pay there. The land is poor, and there is no in- 


an such an order. Branch lines will be built from time 
to time so that our steel makers should watch the move- 
ment and take advantage of it. 


They Use Our Locomotives. 


I find that American railraad machinery is popular in 
Russia. A large number of the locomotives on the 
trans-Siderian are Baldwins, and more Baldwins will 
probably be used in the future. Most of the cars are 
equipped with American air brakes, and a large number 
of the thirty odd miles of bridges were made at Sparrow 
Point. Md. Our dig manufacturing companies shovld 
keep (heir eyes on Siberia, and especia:ly on the govern- 
ment works going on there. Steam dredges and building 
machinery of various kinds will be in constant demand.

Pork War of Servia. 


AN INCIDENT IN THE REIGN OF THE 
LaTE KWG ALEXANDER.

NE of those opera bouffe ware that figured in the 
reign of the late Alexander, King of Servia, was 
known, for want of a better name, as “The Pork 
War.” Some Hungarian peasants at work iu the bot- 
tom land across the Danube from Belgrade were startied, 
one day in the late summer, by finding cannon balls fired 
from the old fortress on the opposite bluff, dropping 
dangerously near them. They gathered up their dinner 
buckets and farming implements, and fied to Semz.in. 
The Servians are a touchy people. When the Hun- 
garians raised the duty on the importation of hogs, they 
prodded their neighbors to the south on a very tender 
national spot. The Servians believed that the discrimi- 
nation was aimed at them, and that the swine that hed 
fattened and waxed in numbers on the acorn-strewn 
slopes of their land was grievously injured. The insuit 
must be washed away in blood. Some of those who 
were most sensitive and most venturesome took the mat- 
ter into their dwn hands and set the war going by load- 
ing up one of the old guns in the fortress over the Dan- 
ube. One of their shots dropped into the river, s.riking 
and mangling the Austro-Hungarian flag, and the war- 
fare, so far as they were concerned, was under wey. 
The shots caused a rush of the newspaper correspon- 
dents, who were then always looking for “trouble in the 
Balkans in the spring time,” to Belgrade. They found 
the capital in a state of great excitement, although com- 
paratively few of the inhabitants knew the reason. 
Everybody was discussing the matter in the cafés and 
on the streets there was a feeling that there was going 
to be a war with Hungary, but just why, no person knew 


_definitely. And worse yet, no one understood by whom 


the war had been inaugurated or who had authorized the 
bombardment of the wheat fields across the river. Off- 
cial circles were mum, and even the newspapers of the 
town had refused to give so much as recognition to the 
overt act of hostility. The Hungarians, somewhat aston- 
ished by the belligerence of their supposed friendly ally, 
were wondering if the shots constituied a casus belli. 

Belgrade, after one has seen its two or three points of 
interest, is not a particularly attractive place, especia)ly 
in the latter part of summer when the sun burns in the 
shadeless streets and under the thick tile roofs. The 
newspaper men would gather day after day in the court 
of the Kronprinz Hotel, and over Ser an wine and cigar-| 
ettes discuss the question.

Tuts 
Wrapping deadens the shock and prevenfs the scattering 
of iron and steel fragments. Everything being ready, 
the long insulated wire is attached to a portable electric 
battery, previously deposited in another room. The but- 
ton is touched, the safe door flies off without unneces- 
ar noise, and the “swag” is in easy reach. 


The exactitude with which the professional ‘gopher 
man” measures out his nitro-glycerine is such that a pal 
can often remain in the room with the explosion without 
jeopardizing life or limb. In the recent hold-up at Sa- 
Vaunah, III., the express messenger effected a return to 
bis car, arriving within the compartment containing the 
safe just as the latter exploded. He was knocked com- 
pletely Bf his feet, but but was uninjured. 

In the professional train hold-ups, dynamite is often 
thrown at the door of the combination mall and express 
car. This often results in the blowing out of panels and 
the smashing of the glass windows. But unless entrance 
has to be thus forced an express car job can be done as 
neatly as a bank job, without damage to the car proper. 

The express train jobs are usually the work of 
hardened prof nals—desperate men with gen- 
lus, though fil-directed this genius be. Such exploits 
are planned with true military forethought. After the 
Great Northern hold-up at Carlisle, Minn. the bandits 
in their retreat through Fergus Falls. stopped to dam- 
age the electric power house, thus leaving the whole 
town in darkness and rendering pursuit impossible. 


The Cracksman’s Kit. 
The safe-blower’s kit is receiving new additions from 


month to month. What the professional “box man” may 
have at his disposal may be seen from this partial inven- 


tory of stock found at the establishment of Ed Burns, 
alias “Pap Jones,” a veteran safe-blower.and burglar, 
lately discovered to be operating in Chicago and to be 
incidentally conducting the business of a jobber of burg - 
lars’ supplies. In his room was found, in wholesale 
quantities, almost every appliance known to skilled 
“peter men —automatie drills, revolvers, electric pocket 
flashlights, rubber “sneaks” (slippers,) sledges, jimmies, 
wedges, dynamite caps, fuses, insulated wire, saws, 
screws, braces, drilis, files, electric batteries, soap, nitro- 
glycerine, etc. 

The finest kit of tools known to the police of this 
country was captured not long since from Jerome Markle, 
alias “Dutch Weber,” alias “William Myers,” at Colorado 
Springs. Markie is an expert safe-blower and tool manu- 
facturer. His kit consists of 155 pieces and a goodly sup- 
ply of nitro-glycerine.

His color was grayish-white, and my 
heart beat fast, for I thought Allah bad been gracious 
to me, and had placed in my hands that greatest of all 
prizes—a Lord White Elephant. Cautiously I edged my 
own tame elephant towards him, hoping that while they 
made friends, I could bind him fast to a tree by the 
heel-rope. 

“My beast trumpeted in terror and trembled violently, 
but I goaded him on. And then, when I put my hand 
on the white elephant I felt nothing but air. It was a 
ghost elephant—one of those dephants which come back 
after death to walk the earth because in this life they 
went musth’ and murdered men. 

“I fled from the spot as if Shaitan himself were at my 
heels, and soon afterwards I made a pilgrimage to Mecca 
to avert the curse. But my elephant fell sick and died.”

The Jains, a powertul religious sect in India, who de- 
vote themselves to caring for animals, teach that any 
animal which is ill-treated during its earthly life will 
return in spirit form after death to haunt its oppressor. 
It will inflict upon him all the torments it has endured— 
and worse. His crops will fail, his children die, his wife 
prove unfaithful, his enemies triumph over him, and his 
body be racked with all manner of aches and pains. 
Naturally, this doctrine does more to promote kiadness 
to dumb creatures than any Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals could do. 

Chinese folklore abounds with stories of the Ill-used 
pet monkey who returns after death to worry the people 
who tormented him in the flesh. This monkey is never 
seen—only felt and heard. He sits on his former mas- 
ter’s bed at night, gibbering at him and pulling his pig 
tail, or he appears at meal times and snatches away the 
food as it is being conveyed to the mouth. Madness and 
death are sald to be the inevitable doom of anybody 
haunted by this most uncomfortable specter.” 


Two German Legends. 


Travelers in the remoter parts of Germany are pretty 
sure to come across stories of animal ghosts. Indeed, 
Germany has a finer crop of all sorts and conditions of 
ghosts than any other. country in the world. The most 
famous of these stories is that of the “Wild Treop of Ro- 
denstein.” 

Before it “passed over,” as Spiritualists say, this troop 
was a band of robbers who owned the castle of Roden- 
stein, and committed many frightful crimes. To this 
day, it is said, the troop may be heard dashing madly 
slong the road to the casile. Nothing is seen, but the 
hoof-beats and neighing of the horses, the curses of the 
troopers and the barking of hounds make the peasant 
shudder as they pass by him on the lonely road. 

Ghostly flocks of sheep are also frequently seen by 

the peasants of some parts of Germany, if their word 
may be accepted It is supported by several tourists, 
including an English clergyman. The latter declares 
that the driver of his carriage “got down and found him- 
self in the midst of the animals, the size and beauty of 
which astonished him. They passed him at an unusual 
rate, whilst he made his way through them to find the 
shepherd, when, on getting to the end of the flock, they 
suddenly disappeared. He then first learned that his fel- 
low travelers had not seen them at all.” 
Another clergyman who met the spectral muttons de- 
clares that he “saw a large flock of sheep which stretched 
guite across the road, and was accompanied by a shep- 
herd and a long-haired black dog.” As he gazed at the 
flock it vanished. 


Human Ghosts in Animal Shape. 


The ghost lore of England and Scotland abounds in 
tales of animal specters, but they are generally deceased 
humans who for some reason are compelled to revisit 
earth in the form of an animal. 

For example, the Dog of Mause, “a grayish beast,” 
wandered about Scotland until quite recently telling 
everyone it met that it was the ghost of David Soutar, 
who had murdered a man by means of 4 dog, and was 
therefore doomed to walk the earth in the guise of a 
dog. It used to ask people, of their Christian charity, to 
go to the scene of the murder and bury the bones of the 
victim, so that it might be released from its canine 
shape Eventually, somebody was obliging enough to do 
this, and the phantom dog appeared no more. 

The old farm laborers of Shropshire firmly believe tbat 
human ghosts take the form of bulls, and in Cornwal!— 
that stronghold of quaint legends and strange supersti- 
tions—the people say that spirits of the departed return 
in the shape of a moth to watch over the welfare of 
those whom they hold most dear. Many a Cornish- 
woman has been seen to weep bitterly at the sight of a 
moth, and heard to declare that it was the spirit of her 
dead baby.

Ihe Simplon Tunnel. 


A MARVELOUS ENGINEERING FRAT, 
Now NEARLY COMPLETED. 


From a Special Correspondent. 
ERNE, June 1.—Italy is now connected with Central 
Europe by two giant tunnels, the St. Gotthard and 
the Monte Cenis, but, not content with these 
two avenues of traffic, Switzerland and Italy are 
boring a third, which, when completed, will be 
the longest railroad tunnd in the world. Frow 
the very northwestern portion of Italy, in the 
Province of Piedmont, the tunnel runs in a straight 
line through Monte Leone and under the Simplon Pass, 


Twelve miles through the solid rock, with not a connec- 
tion by means of vertical shafts with the outer air, sev- 
eral miles in excess of any other of the world's famous 
tunnels, twelve miles of labor, to cost over a million 
dollars for each mile—such is the Simplon Tunnel. 


A half century ago it was estimated that the time re- 
quired for boring a tunnel of two and one-half miles 
through the Alps would be twenty years, but the limit 
set for the completion of the Simplon is six years, while 
the Monte Cenis necessitated thirteen, and the Gotthard 
nine years, their lengths being respectively eight and 
nine miles. High above the subterranean passage through 
which the locomotive will pull the cars of commerce lies 
the Simplon Road, built by the force and energy of Na- 
poleon, in 1801 to 1806 a task that, in consideration of 
the means of that time, almost overshadows this modern 
wonder. ‘ 

Napoleon's road is more than twenty-five feet wide and 
thirty-six miles long, with bridges, galleries and fortifi- 
cations erected by the toll of 30,000 men and the expend- 
ture of $4,000,000—colossal figures for that period. One 
gallery on this road, between Gondo and Gabi, is 683 
feet long, and took eighteen months of steady labor. 
One may read in the old Italian guide books this marvel- 
ous statement: “They worked night and day, and at 
four different points at the same time.” Eighteen 
months to pierce 683 feet! The work on the Simplon 
Tunnel in the first eighteen months had progressed 5200 
yards, and the latest advices show that borings are being 
carried on at the rate of 13 feet a day on the north side. 
and almost 18 on the south side, in spite of the flow of 
water, and that four-fifths of the borings are finished. 

Twenty minutes will be the time required by the trains 
to accomplish by means of the tunnel the distance that 
— by means of the post chaise, needs eight 

ours. 


Cheapest of Great Tunnels. 


Although the longest tunnel in the world, it 
is the cheapest of the greatest three, the cost per 
yard .being approximately $700, whereas $800 was 
the cost of the Gotthard, and $1300 of the 
Monte Cenis. But the latest technical discoveries 
find no place in the work of the tunnel. Liquid 
air had been suggested as an explosive, but the 
hope of its use was not fulfilled; neither does electric- 
ity play any part in the boring in fact, nothing in the 
way of mechanism is used but what was known at the 
time the St. Gotthard was drilled. The completion is, 
however, assured, while even during the boring of the 
Gotthard venture, the ultimate success was doubtful. 
While the St. Gotthard and Monte Cenis tunnels are 
high above the level of the sea, 3400 and 3900 feet re- 
spectively, the Simplon is but 2300 above sea level, and 
safety from snowslides and avalanches is assured to the 
lines, with also a considerable saving in coal on acoount 
of the avoidance of the steep grades that mark the ap- 
proaches to the Gotthard. Eight per cent. is estimated 
as the saving in time, a8 compared with the other two 
routes to Italy. The project of connecting Northern 
Italy with Central Europe by means of a tunnel under 
fhe Simplon Pass is even older than the projects of the 
Gotthard and Cenis, for as early as 1857 the first conces- 
sion was granted. It was not until 1898, after great po- 
litical and financial difficulties had been overcome, that 
the matter was definitely settled, and Brandt, Brandau 
& Co., the house that had already become famous 
through its success in the installation of the Arlberg 
Tunnel, in Austria, was the firm selected for the work. 
Both members of the firm are Swiss, and Brandt, in- 
ventor of drills and numerous appliances, died three 
years ago. ' 


A Government Enterprise. 


In 1898 a treaty between Switzerland and Italy was 
ratified and signed on the part of Switzerland by the 
then President Ruffy, who is now Director of the Inter- 
national Postal Union, and on the part of Italy by the 
since murdered King Humbert. The Swiss government 
assumed the construction and the completion of the 
tunnel itself, and its approaches in Switzerland; a loan 
of $12,000,000 was placed by the Jura Simpion Railway 
through five Cantonal banks of Switzerland at 3% per 
cent.; the loan was guaranteed by the Swiss government, 
which has now become the owner of the Jura Simplon 


from which it derives its name, the Simplon Tunnel.“ 


of $14,900,000 was furnished by a subvention aided in a 
lesser extent by grants from the Italians. 

A later agreement provides that the International sta- 
tion shall be at Domodossola, a town located on the 
Italian side, but a short distance from Iselle, which is 
the southern mouth of the tunnel, while the northern en- 
trance is at Brig, in the Canton Valais, Switzerland, al- 
ready in the throes of speculation, and where the Rhone 
has been imprisoned and made to do duty for the tur- 
bines that furnish the 2230 horse-power for the north- 
ern side. In like manner, the Diveria on the south gide 
provides 1950 horse-power. 


The Lungs 


Heat and water are the two great enemies of the tun- 
nel builder. In the Gotthard tunnel heat was the cause 
of the reduction of the working hours from eight to five 
at a stretch, with 8 corresponding increase in wages. 
The now deceased Brandt, in in order to overcome the 
heat that eventually was bound to get the better of the 
tunnelers, set a plan in execution that was startling in 
its magnitude. Paradoxical as it may seem, to lighten 
the labor, instead of piercing one tunnel twelve miles 
long, he determined to bore two, parallel with each 
other. These tunnels are connected at intervals by 
passages running at right angles to them, and mighty 
machines pump millions of cubic feet of air into the sec- 
ond tunnnel. The air rushes through the transverse 
passages into the first tunnel, where the workmen are 
tolling, and cools the atmosphere, thereby lessening the 
strain on the laborers. 

The workmen call these passages the tunnel's lungs,” 
and when work has progressed past them, the stream of 
air is forced through the last passageway to the place 
where the drilling is being accomplished. Eventually 
this second tunnel may be enlarged to form a second 
track should the traffic warrant. But in spite of the la- 
bors of the pulsating machines and ventilators that strive 
to furnish purer and cooler air to the sweating tollers. 
the temperature reaches unbearable degrees, and work- 
men engaged in removing the debris made by the bor- 
ing machines strip to the waist. When a charge is ex- 
ploded, the water cannon, also an invention of the late 
Engineer Brandt, is aimed at the spot, and a powerful 
stream of water brings down huge masses of rock that 
have been partially dislodged by the force of the blast, 
and also serves to lay the dust. 


Visitors Allowed. 


Visitors to the tunnel are permitted to enter only after 
they have signed a declaration at the office of the com- 
pany stating that the signer frees the contractors from 
all blame and responsibility in case of an accident to 
him, after which grim preliminary, a suit of working 
clothes, slouch hat and lantern are loaned the curious 
stranger, as well as a pair of large, water-tight boots. 
Near the entrance stand the crushers, the smithy where 
the bore points are sharpened at the rate of thousands a 
day, and the immense blower that pumps the air into 
the excavation. So strong is the force of the wind thet 
small birds and four-footed animals that venture too 
near are drawn into the vortex, and many hats are also 
lost in this manner. 

A perfect miniature railroad system is in operation. 
Trains carrying workmen and passengers, visitors like 
ourselves, run at intervals into the tunnel; telephones 
and electric signals may be noticed; there are conduct- 
ors and station masters. Penetrating far into the bow- 
els of the earth, and almost deafened by the rumble and 
jumble of the train, we reach the station, and are 
shunted off through one of the transverse sections into 
the smaller, ventilating tunnel, where a cold draught 
strikes us and causes us to button our coats and turn up 
our collars. It is from the forceful ventilating machine 
at the entrance. A small, low locomotive, run by com- 
pressed air, now comes inquiringly. up to us, and we 
jump on the cars behind, carefully bending our bodies 
to prevent knocking our heads on the stone work above; 
then we jolt away, deeper into the mountain, until we 
reach the scene of action where the boring machines are 
at work over five miles in the heart of Monte Leone, 


at the stone wall in front of them, forcing a way for 
man through the work of Nature. 


For the Workmen’s Comfort. 


Returning, we notice that the workmen who have been 
sweltering in the heat of the innermost portions of the 
tunnel enter the large bathing establishment to take a 
warm shower, before going out, as a preventive meas- 
ure against the chill that would be a menace to health. 
There are baths, showers, a hospital, physicians and al! 
comforts placed at the disposal of the thousands of work- 
ers. Last April, the Italian boundary was reached, five 
and one-half miles from the Swiss mouth of the tunnel, 
and the workmen sent a telegram to the King of Italy. 
Notwithstanding the fact they now are laboring under 
Italian territory, all disputes and disagreements are set- 
tled at Brig, and under Swiss law, until the tunnel is 
finally pierced. 

May 13, 1904, is the date set for the completion of the 
tunnel, and for each day later than this time, a penalty 
of $1000 has to be paid by the contractors, while they re- 
ceive a like amount for each day of final installation 
prior to this date. It is, however, expected that the time 
must be extended as well as another appropriation 
granted, for it is scarcely probable that the entire work 
can be finished by the time set, although it was com- 
menced in 1898. The contour of the country under 
which the Simplon tunnel is situated allowed of no over- 
land survey, and it is therefore astonishing to learn that 
a recent investigation established the fact that the two 
portions of the tunnnel, which are being bored from each 
end towards the center, will meet within the fractional 
part of an inch! The work is exciting the admiration

HE modern cartoonist finds an unfailing resource in 
T. the “desperado” of frontier days. He is made 

to appear a walking arsenal of pistols and bowie 
knives, long-haired, high-booted, big mustachios, the 
whole picturing a ferocious pirate. The legend explain- 
ing such a picture usually gives the impression that this 
long-haired ruffian is disturbing the equanimity cf some 
peaceful newcomer called a “tenderfoot.” The popular 
mind has been schooled to believe in this presentation 
of long-haired scouts on the frontier; that he is a bluffing 
fraud and mountebank. There is no greater popular er- 
ror, either in the “make-up” as given them by the car- 
toonist, or ip their ordinary lives, at least such men as I 
have met of this genus homo. 

During thirty-two years of service on our frontier, 
beginning as far back as 1866, | have met most of the 
men who have given to the world the phrase, “I'm a 
ba-ad man from Bitter Creek.” The ba-ad“ is my sub- 
stitute for a more forceful and vulgar term. There were 
no more unarsuming, quiet individuals in their appear- 
ance and demeanor than such men as “Wild Bill” 
(Hicoc,) Neil Howie (“The man from Montana, Frank 
Hunter, Jack Watkins, Jack Connor, Bill Reed (“Mis- 
souri Bill.“) Wash Blakely, Sam Kraus (“Dutch Sam.“ 
and a number of others.

It was and is still on the Kansas 
and Texas borderiland, the meeting place for the vast 
cattle drives from Texas en route to eastern markets 
by the railroad or for purchase delivery to the cattle 
kings of Wyoming and Dakota. 

The good citizens and the bad of Aberline were equal 
sufferers from the incursions of these cowboy raids. It 
was the fashion for these cowboys to load up on “forty- 
rod" whisky, burst into Aberline on horseback, dash 
Jip the principal street firing their pistot right and left— 
shooting toward any living thing in sight, not nec 
sarily to kill, only to frighten people. The shooting 

| changed to a deadly character if anybody remonstrated 
by look or word. To stop this high-handed practice and 
to restore the town to a somewhat norma! condition of 
a civilized community, the resident citizens of Aberline, 
held a meeting, at which it was resolved to appoint Bill 
Hicoc town marshal.

There was no serious disturbance that night, 
though the cowboys caroused all night. Before they had 
gone very far with their drinking Hicoc went into the 
saloon where the “punchers” were congregated and told 
the boys he had been appointed town marshal, warn- 
ing them that it was his sworn duty to preserve peace 
and good order in Aberline. He wound up his speech 
with, “Boys, I'm surely goin’ to try and fill tke bill.” 
His speech was received with derisive shouts and side 
remarks requesting him to go to a hotter place than 
Texas. 

The next morning the whole gang charged into the 
town whooping, yelling and firing their pistols. Bill 
was on the street, his rifle resting in the hollow of his 
left arm. As the cowboys dashed toward him, Hicoc 
raised his hand, shouting “halt.” It was not believed 
they intended to kl the town marshal, but as the gang 
rode by they gave him a volley. Bill's hat was knocked 
from bis bead, one bullet grazed his arm, another 
pierced his left foot. That shot brought Bill to bis 
knees. As he rose he began pumping his Winchester.

The reason I omitted them is, 
they were never classed among the “cutters and shoot- 
ers,” “bad men from Bitter Creek.” Bill and Jack were 
essentially Indian scouts, very peaceful and respectable 
men in their line. When they had to fight Indians, 
then they were strictly in it, and as good “mixers” as 
you find the world over. I know both gentlemen well. 
In fact (asking pardon for intruding,) I wrote “May 
Cody or Lost and Won,” “Buffalo Bills most successful 
play.“ quoting his own words. It was played for three 
seasons in this country. Therefore, I feel competent to 
speak knowingly about this, one of the widest adver- 
tised men in America and Europe. Bill is one of the 
biggest-hearted men I ever knew. There may be some 
Doubting Thomas as to Bill’s ability as a plainsman, a 
hunter and scout. Let me tell them, if there be such, 
that Cody's well-known record as a scout and dispatch 
rider under Gen. Sheridan and other officers on the Re- 
publican River in a hostile Indian country is equaled 
by few and surpassed by none. No living or dead man 
ever killed more buffaloes in one drive than he has. I 
de not admit to this the hunter class, those later day 
skin hunters who almost wiped the buffalo out as 
known species. They were pot hunters merely and po? 
“buffalo runners.”

But in his own country, and measurably here in his 
saengerbunds, he listens to his music under conditions 
which permit him to enjoy creature comfort at the same 
time. He takes bis frau and kinder to the music hal! or 
beer garden, where, seated around a table, they sip their 
beer, eat German Inuches, and paterfamilias puffs his 
pipe, drinking in (be strains of music at the same time, 
each form of enjoyment the complement of the others. 
Of course, this is not possible among what we customa- 
rily call our better class, which is not in the habit of 
eating and drinking in public.

He was perfectly calm and col- 
lected, contenting himself with quietly remarking to the 
leaders of the lynchers that they were making a mis- 
take. The noose was placed around his neck and the 
loose end was thrown over the limb of a tree. 

Lob,“ said the leader of the lynchers, ‘you've got five 
minutes. You can spend the time prayin’ an’ confessin’ 
if you want to.’ ‘ 

I hain’t used t’ prayin’, and I hain't got anything “ 
confess," was the cool reply of the man with the noose 
around his neck, ‘so lu spend my five minutes enjoying 
myself—has any one o' you got a chew of tobacco bout 
ver jeans?’ 

“That request knocked the lynchers all of a heap. and, 
after a moment's pause, one of the leaders voiced the 
changed sentiment of the whole crowd when he stepped 
forward and sald: 

“*Zeb hain’t th’ man what done th’ killin’. No mat. 
that’s human enough an game enough task fra chaw 
o tobacco endurin’ his last five minutes on earth ain't 
a-shootin’ nobody from the bushes, an I think we'd bet- 
ter turn Zeb loose.’ 

“The suggestion was carried with a whoop. The rope 
was taken from the man’s neck, and he was given his 
liberty—they did not even return him to the jail. In- 
stead of that, they advised him to get out of the State for 
a while, and furnished him the means to go. Six months 
later a darky of the township, who was about to be strung 
up by another lynching party for having brutally mur - 
dered one of his children, confessed when the rope was 
around his neck, that he had committed the crime for 
which the white storekeeper had so nearly forfeited hir 
life half a year before.”—[Washington Post.

The Queen ‘vas a 
powerful character. Strong of mind, and firm of will, 
she stood like a towering bulwark, anti-Japanesc. She 
was known as the power behind the throne, and she paid 
dearly for her loyalty and her courage. At the cost of 
her life she stood by her sentiments. By a cold and ter- 
rible plot, the palace guards were seiged or bribed, and 
the brave Queen was killed in her rooms, within short 
space of the king, who was powerless to help. Not con- 
tent with murder, the assassins carried the body out and 
burned it with kerosene. Only a thumb and a few smal! 
bones were found among the ashes, and interred in the 
distant mound. No one may come near the burial place, 
and it is a wild scramble from the tram through a 
thicket of scrubby pines and thorns, to the hill over- 
looking the distant mound roofed by corrugated iron. 
Around it stand guardian spirits in stone, various beasts, 
as cat, dog, pig, which shall ward off evil. The tomb is 
zealously watched by officials, and even the circuitous 
route through the woods is proscribed by law.

When we were children, with just a bit of botanical 
lore accumulated in our eager little minds, a favorite 
rendition of a then common conundrum was, “When is 
a lily not a lily?” Answer, “When it is a calla,” and 
then we would laugh so heartily at the fact that (wo- 
thirds of the world still thought it a lily, and talked 
about its bulbs. 

The ordinary calla of our gardens is Richardia Evhi- 
opica, and is propagated from tubers, while the lily is a 
bulbou: plant. The difference between a tuber and a 
bulb is just the difference between a potato, a tuber, 
and an onion, a bulb. The varieties of Richardia are 
not numerous, the original species being but three in 
number. Richardia albo-maculata is a species with 
beautifully variegated foliage. The calla was so ramed 
by Pliny. It is sometimes known as the Egyptian lily, 
or lily of the Nile. All the species are natives of Africa, 
but it has long been cultivated as a hothouse plant in.

As 
the story goes, the flood of water and resin came upon the 
earth and gradually covered all the lower mounds and 
mountains in the Valley of Mexico, until it almost 
reached the door of the teocalli on the Hin of the Star.” 
The vestal maidens who were attending the sacred fires 
were afraid that the flood of thick, resinous water would 
put out the sacred fire they had kept alive for the jubi- 
lee morning, in which case the curse of the gods would 
rest on Mexico. Suddenly they heard a cricket singing 
its cheerful song in the rafters of the house. They bid 
the sacred fire in the worm-eaten rafters, in among the 


holes left by the red ants. They set the log afloat on the 
rising waters. It drifted for many days, until the flood | 


subsided. As a reward for their constancy the gods 
preserved the lives of the virgins who proposed the 
idea. As a matter of fact, Mexican mythology says that 
the sacred spark remained alive in the log, and from 
that occurrence dated the fact that if two sticks are 
rubbed together, they bring out fire. 

The salient hilltops of Chapultepec, Guadalupe, the 
Pefion, Ixtapalapa, Xico and Tlalpam, were used as 
signal points for the sacred fires of the Aztecs. Upon 
these “high places” the priests kindled the signals of the

Legend of Huitzilopochtli. 


The following is the legend of Huitzilopochtli, as re- 
lated by Orozco y Berra, one of the mast reliable histo- 
rians of old Mexico: “There was in the town of Coate- 
pec, near Tol:an (in the north) a devout woman named 
Coatlicue, mother of the two Indians Ceutzonhuitznahuac 
and Coyolxauliqui, brother and sister. On one occasion 
while Coatlicue was sweeping the temple floor, she found 
a bunch of very beautiful feathers, which had dropped 
from the sky, and which she immediately caught up and 
concealed in her bosom. Soon after, she felt the symp- 
toms of maternity, and both her children, feeling them- 
selves disgraced, wanted to kill her. When about to kill 
her, a terrible voice was heard from the bosom of the 
affrighted and innocent woman, saying: “Mother mine, 
fear not! I will vindicate thee, and thou shalt be giori- 
fied!” Thereupon Huitzilopochtli was instantly born, 
springing full-grown and full-armed in the faces of his 
astonished brother and sister. He was a hideous appa- 
rition; his face, arms and trunk were painted blue, bis 
left leg was thin and covered with feathers; upon bis 
head was a penache or helmet of feathers, and he was 
armed with blue bow and arrows. Huitzilopocht)i in- 
stantly created a full-armed warrior Tachoncalqui and a 
serpent with a fiery head called Xuichcoatl, which de- 
voured the sister who had atttempted matricide. The 
brother shared a like fate.” 

Torquemada, the famous historian, describes the idol 
as existing at the time of the Spanish Condque t. as fol- 
lows: “The image was that of a giant, of handsome con- 
struction and_richly adorned with gems and precious 
stones, forming figures of birds, butterflies, spiders, fishes. 
flowers. and fruits, to signify that he was the lord aud 
creator of all. It had a mask of gold, to denote ‘that 
the deity was not visible to the human eye, but was 
veiled, and the eyes were composed of shining mirrors 
of a substance resembling glass, denoting that he saw 
all, and knew all; that he never sleeps, and is constantly 
guarding his followers. He wore across his waist a thick 
serpent of gold, and round his neck a collar of ten ba- 
man hearts, for he is lord of life. On his forehead was

Aztec Religion. 


The Aztecs were sun worshipers, and the account of 
the creation of the sun and moon and the stars is a 
luminous chapter in the Teoamoxtli, or Aztec Bible. Ac- 
cording to their mythology, the universe at first was a 
formless void of water, like the biblical “earth without 
form and void.” Then the Mexican gods created Venus, 
as the Bible declares God created light long before the 
creation of the sun, moon and stars. This beautiful light 
was both morning and evening star, but while it cast a 
soft stellar radiance upon the earth, it gave out no heat, 
and men prayed for the Sun, the mighty symbol of Life. 

While the Astecs worshiped one Supreme Being. 


whose terrible name was never pronounced, save by che ,

priests, they were polytheistic. The four elements, 


earth, water, fire and air, were worshiped by the Mex- , 


icans, and Earth seems to have been a favorite deity; a 
temple to this deity was erected on the hill of Guadalupe, 
where the service was by the loveliest women of the race. 
The worship of the Aztecs was, however, centered largely 
upon their tutelar deity, Huiltsilopochtli, the god of war, 
although thousands of Mexicans clung to the more peace- 
ful legend of Quetzalcoatl. 

The story of the birth of Huitzilopochtli was dramatic, 
and savors of agamogenesis in its profane form. In the 
year 1160 the Aztecs had emigrated from that portion of 
Southern California at the head of the Gulf of Califor- 
nia, a region now occupied by Los Angeles and San 
Diego, and proceeding southward, had reached a point 
they named Huicolhuacan, today known as Culican, the

Among other idols in the Museum is the god of fire, 
also called Chac-Mol. It is in two figures, the larger a 
recumbent cojossal figure, holding over the navel with 
both hands a round disk with narrow rim. This figure 
was presented to the museum by Dr. and Mrs. Le Plon- 
geon, who found it at Chichen-Itza, in Yucatan. The 
goddess of the dead, Coatlicue, is shown with her skirt 
of snakes; she is the genius of the florists.

Mt. Chaucer was revealed to oceanographers in 1850. It 
is situated in lat.

The average depth of the whole ocean may be 
taken as about two English miles. Contrary to former 
, Opinion, recent research has clearly proved that the 
greater depths do not lie in the middle of the ocean, but 
in the neighborhood of the dry land. The latest ascer- 
tained depth of the waters covering the earth is thus 
stated by Prince Albert of Monaco, following Prof. Krum- 
mel, to be the average in fathoms: Atlantic, 2012; In- 
dian, 1828; Pacific, 2125; Antarctic, 1804; Arctic, 844; Med-

A Land of Deserted Cities. 


EW people appreciate the fact that today, at the dawn 

of the twentieth century, there are stil] parts of the 
old Roman empire where no traveler of modern times has 
deen; that there are ancient towns which no tourist bas 
seen, temples and towers that no lover of classic archi- 
tecture has delighted in, inscriptions in ancient Greek 
that no savant has as yet deciphered—whole regions, in 
fact, full of antiquities for which no Baedeker Bas been 
written, and which are not shown upon the latest maps. 
There are regions within our temperate zone where no 
modern European foot has trod, so far as we are able to 
tell—regions where the civilization of Greece and Rome 
once flourished, and where fine monuments of classic 
art, and of an unfamiliar art that supplanted the classic, 
waste their beauties upon the ignorant sight of half- 
civilized nomads, 

To realize the truth of this, one needs only to cross 
the ranges of mountains that run parallel to the eastern 
coast of the Mediterranean, and, avoiding all caravan 
routes, journey independently about the barren country 
that lies between these mountains and the Euphrates. 
Here is a territory which, though not wholly unexplored, 
is full of most wonderful surprises. Here are cities and 
towns, long deserted, not so great or so imposing, per- 
haps, as Palmyra, but far better preserved than the city 
pot Zenobia, and giving a much truer picture of the life 
of the ancient inhabitants than one can draw from those 
famous ruins. These towns are not buried, like the great 
cities of the Mesopotamian plains, nor have their sites 
deen bullt upon in modern times, as those of the 
classic tities of Greece have been; they stand out against 
the sky upon high ridges, or lie sheltered in sequestered 
vaileys, presenting to the view of the traveler as he 
approaches them very much the same aspect that they 
did in the fourth century of our era, when inhabited by 
prosperous, cultivated and happy people, or when deserted 
by those inhabitants, some 1300 years ago.—[Crosby But- 
ler, in the Century. 
A Talk by Burroughs. 
‘PEAKING of himself, Mr. Burroughs said he felt as 

strong and ready for a long tramp as he ever did 

when he went into the National Park, but was rather 
doubtful about the horseback riding. “I used to ride 
when I was a boy, but I told the President I hadn't been 
on a horse since before he was born, but I found 1 
could spring into the saddle as easily as any of them, 
and the riding didn’t even make me stiff or sore. We did 
not take any very long rides, however, and probably 
didn’t ride over fifty miles altogether, though we 
went over very rough ground and up and down stee 
pitches. The roughest riding we had was one day when 
we tried to get close to a big herd of elk, and succeeded, 
too, after a long chase and a dash.up a mountain about 
as steep as a horse could scramble up. We counted some 
3000 elk from one spot where we had a good view. The 
President said I would do very well for a ‘Rough Rider’ 
before we got through.” 

Asked about his experiences traveling over the snow ;

found progress over the deep soft snow impossible with- 
out them he put them on, and after some mishaps got on 
very well.

SHELLS FOR SUMMER G/RL. 


How Maxes Dapos, VAsEs, JARDINIERES 


AND BELTs. 


From a Special Correspondent. 

NEW YORK, July 6—No pearl-crowned mermaid of 
_ fairy tales ever delighted more in her shell treasures 
than the summer girl of today whose happy lot lands her 
at the seashore. . 

Each ebb tide leaves new wonders in its wake, and the 
decorative and useful possibilities of these “kisses of the 
sea,” as some one has called them, are almost startling 
when evolved from the clever brain of some original 
girl. 


One of the oddest ideas is a shell dado for the den in a 
summer cottage. Putty will do as a foundation. One 
girl who had no chance of securing it simply used a 
heavy coating of glue on burlap. If a harmonious tint is 
chosen, the effect is good, although the glue is not so 
durable as the putty. Picture molding will do as a finish 
for top and bottom, and also form a supporting frame for 
the putty. After laying in a surface of this to work on, 
add the shells the same as in mosaic designing. Clam 
and oyster shells will do for borders, and the more fancy 
varieties can be used in all kinds of fantastic patterns 
for the center. The putty will harden readily, and the 
result is striking and picturesque, as well as permanent.

| diniere makes a unique ornament for a summer porch, 
and even a cigar box may be transformed with a thin 
coating of putty and a mingling of small scalloped shells 
and periwinkles into anything from a work box to a 
hairpin tray. ;

The larger Seals and Walruses 
choose their mates each year, and at the breeding 
grounds each male maintains a harem of ten to twenty 
females, but the lesser seals remain paired for life, and 
have but one mate each, The largest members of the 
family are the Hair Seals, whose value—aside from the 
oll from one or two species—is practically nil, 
the valuable Fur Seals are far smaller. 
are commonly found in colder climates than the hig 
fellows, to which fact is probably due the thickness and 
consequent commercial value of their pelage. The 
principal value of the Walrus lies in the ivory con- 
tained in its tusks, though, of course, walrus hide is 
much used as leather, and can be tanned to great thin- 
ness without losing its toughness and partial elasticity. 

Among land animals, the nearest relatlyes of the Seals 
are the Bears, though the head of a seal in its general 
outline would seem to ally its owner to the dogs more 
than to any other species. Beyond this the intelligence 
of the seal is only exceeded by that of the dog, and even 
our faithful domestic friend is usually much less easily 
trained than the Seal. They make famous pets, and the 
one in the little incloaed pond at Westlake Park is very 
tame, and enjoys being stroked and caressed as much as

This Sea Lion is very plentiful on Santa 
Barbara and the Farallone Islands, as well as in more 
southern waters. There are two nice specimens at the 
local “zoo,” though they are there commonly known as 
“Seals.” The head of this animal strongly reminds one 
of the head of a dog, particularly that of some of the 
canines bred by the northern tribes of Indians, and the 
Eskimos. The California Sea Lion attains a length 
of eight feet or more, though the usual length is about 
seven feet, while the general color is a dark umber 
brown, shading into chestnut on the back and becoming 
much lighter on the under parts and inside of the 
flippers. Unlike other species of Seals and Sea Lions, 
thig animal does not roar, but expresses his feelings tn 
a series of short sharp barks, very penetrating and not 
unlike that of a dog. These are the animals which have 
been accused of ruining the fishing in the neighborhood 
of their rookeries, and concerning whose habits a 
lengthy report was not long ago made. From a writer 
who knows the subject thoroughly I quote as follows:

: | THE FARM. 
Notes for the Cyclone Belt. 

VERY Middle, Western and Southern farm should 

have a cyclone cellar, for no portion of the prairie re- 
gion is exempt from these destructive storms. These cel- 
lars are 80 easily and cheaply made that it is little short 
of criminal to be without them. They should be near the 
house, so as to be easy of access at night, as well as day. 
Any ordinary outdoor cave, with exceptionally heavy tim- 
bers to support the covering, will answer every purpose. 

If che soil is quite dry, so that wafer will not come up 
from the bottom, dig a hole in the ground about 7 fret 
deep, 8 feet wide and 12 feet long. Across the top of this 
place heavy oak or other hardwood timbers, not less 
than & inches in diameter, and larger if it can be ob- 
tained. Let the ends extend 3 feet beyond the edge of 
the pit, so there will be no danger of caving in. Place 
these timbers side by side and cover with 3 or 4 feet of 
earth. Arrange a trap door comparatively small and 
strong and see that it can be fastened securely from 
within. Provide some substantial steps leading to the 
bottom of the cave, a ventilator made of 6x6 boards, and 
the cyelone cellar is completed. 

If desired, a roof may be constructed after the fashion 
of the ordinary outdoor cave. A very heavy ridge pole 
must be used and the timbers for the roof supported at 
the inner ends by this. The whole should be covered 
with earth, as in the previous case This has no par- 
ticular advantage over the one described above, and is 
more difficult to construct.—[Orange Judd Farmer.

Kaw Valley Potato Crop, 


T is estimated that the floods in the Kaw Valley have 

resulted in the loss of 11,000 acres of potatoes, the 
yield from which would have been approximately 
carloads, worth, at a rough guess, $600,000. 

In 1902, which was an exceptionally favorable year, 
the acreage was about two-thirds that of the present year. 
In round numbers, 3000 carloads of the tubers were mar- 
keted. This year 11,000 acres were planted. The season 
was not so favorable, but prospects were good for at 
least 3000 cars, which would have held the local market 
normal. In addition to having the crops destroyed, the 
farms are in many instances so badly washed that it 
will be several years, if ever, before they can again be 
used. In many cases great guilies were washed in the 
soll and the river sand deposited in mounds and ridges. 
Wherever this occurred it will drift and spoil the land for 
agriculture. Where there is no deposit of sand, the land 
may be utilized again this season for late cabbage, so 
the loss will not be total. But of the origina! potato area 
it is probable not 200 acres will be productive. [Fruit- 
man’s Guide.

According to the following quotation from the Lancet, 
this acid has been found in very small quantities in a 
number of other fruits: 

“The strawberry season is at hand, and this delicious 
fruit is not without its advocates as to its advanatges 
in rheumatism. Indeed, some have gone the length to . 
state that strawberries may not only be taken with im- 
punity by the rheumatic and gouty, but with distinct 
advantage, if not relief. It is a somewhat curious coin- 
cidence, therefore, that in the strawberry the presence 
of salicylic acid, which is, of course, a specific in acute 
rheumatism, has been definitely established. As a mat- * 
ter of fact, salicylic acid would appear to be a normal 
constituent of most fruits. At any rate, this acid has * 
been found not only in the strawberry, but in grapes, 
apples, plums, oranges, and cherries; although the 
amount is probably less than one milligram (1-64th of a 
grain) per kilogram (two pounds) of fruit. It is hardly 
possible, therefore, that the strawberry should have any 
specific medieinal effect attributable to the salicylic acid 
present.”

on in the same ignorant fashion until the child is dead, 
then all eyeg go up and the mouth mumbles: ‘The 
Lord giveth and the Lord taketh away; blessed be the 
name of the Lord.“ This legalizes the murder and sat- 
isfies parents. The cure consists from first to last in 
absolute abstinence from all food except a little lemon 
juice with water in a nursing bottle, if the child is 
nursing, or as a lemonade for older children. 

“Tonsilitis in children comes from the same source. 
Diphtheria is tonsilitis where the acid has taken on a 
septic condition. . . One of the greatest burlesques 
of our day is to see a spectacied, bewhiskered, plug- 
hatted, long-tail-coated son of Esculapius engaged in a 
scientific combat with a disease. For example, we will 
say typhoid fever. The secretions and excretions are 
examined and he speculates as to the cause, chews his 
whiskers, when by bimself, about the subtleness of the 
symptoms and his treatment, and then chews the rag in 
consultation with a brother professional. The scientific 
speculation that is indulged in during the time necessary 
to knock out the disease or for it to knock him out will 
make an article long enough to occupy one hour at the 
next society meeting. The disease lasted from six to ten 
weeks, and ended two or three years afterward in con- 
sumption. All that was needed from first to last was 
two weeks, more or less, fast. All the complications in. 
the cases were made by feeding and then medicating 
the symptoms set up by food and medicine. 


Happiness and Longevity. 


UT HE Secrets of Happiness and Longevity” is the 
title of a handsome cloth-bound volume of nearly 
two hundred pages, just issued from the press of the 


_ Times-Mirror Printing and Binding House. The autbor 


is Rev. Alfred Arndt, a well-known Jewish teacher of this 
city, who has gathered together a number of articles 
from local contributors. 

The book is divided into two parts, the first one deal- 
ing with happiness, and the second with health. Among 
the contributors to Part I, which is the longer, are the 
Revs. Bishop Johnson, C. J. K. Jones, Archbishop Mont- 
gomery, J. 8. Thomson and others, while two articles 
are contributed by Mr. Arndt. Part II contains “Useful 
Hints on Longevity, Collected from Various Sources,” by 
the author, Common Sense Hygiene,” by Harry Diling- 
ton Brook, editor of the “Care of the department 
of The Times; “Longevity and How to Attain It,” by 
Dr. Curtis M. Beebe; “Longevity,” by Dr. C. K Stoner, 
and “The Secret of Long Life,” by Dr. F. A. Seymour. 

In the course of his introductory article on longevity, 
the author refers to the celebrated physiologist Flour- 
ens, of Paris, who believed one hundred years to be the 
normal limit of buman life. He also quotes Cicero, who 
wisely sald: “To live long it is necessary to live slowly.” 
Commenting upon which he makes the following sensi- 
ble remarks: 

“It is well known in the case of power-supplying en- 
gines that no revolutions can take place with undue 
rapidity without damage to the machine which does the 
work. Express railway stock, for example, used for 
fast traffic, ie worn out much sooner than that which is 
reserved for slower traffic. The law is universal, that la- 
tensity and duration of action are inversely proportional, 
and it applies not less rigorously to the human machine 
than to any other. Every man is born with a certain 
stock of vitality, which cannot be increased or husbanded 
to the best advantage. Within certain limits he has his 
choice, to live fast or slow, to live extensively, to draw 
his little amount of life over a large space, or to con- 
dense it into a narrower one; but when his stock is ex- 
hausted, nothing can supply it. He who lives normally, 
avoids stimulants, takes agreeable exercise, never over- 
tasks himself, indulges in no exhausting passions, feeds 
his mind and heart with no exciting sensations, seeks no

cian. It is widespread; it destroys the conscience; it be- 
trays the home; it makes a criminal of him whom we 
have been taught to love and honor, namely, the phys!i- 
clan. 

“That mother love around which the family hover as 
they gather around the fireside is well nigh crushed out 
by this modern monster of crime.” 

In Dr. Stoner article on longevity he refers to the 
hygienic value of our plentiful sunshine, saying: 

“In the semi-tropical climate of Southern California we 
are especially blessed with a free disinfecting agent, 
poured in upon us for three hundred and fifty days of the 
year. In sunlight we have the ideal disinfecting agent. 
Germs exposed to the direct fays of the sun, it matters 
not how vigorous they be, in a few days succum) to ‘ts 
influence. There is no doubt but that the continuous 
sunlight of many parts of Mexico preserves the good 
bealth of those residing in cities, where you know they 
have no system of sewerage worthy the name.” 

Dr. Seymour, in the course of his article, has some 
sensible remarks on the danger of overburdening the 
brains of young children, on which subject he says: 
“It is quite important that the ambitions of parents 
should not stimulate the child during school age beyond 
his normal endurance, or that their indifference should 
not permit him, unconscious of his own danger, to over- 
tax himself. No child under seven years of age should be 
occupied in school longer than three hours daily, prefer- 
ably two and a half hours; from seven to (en years, not 
more than three and a half hours; from ten to twelve, 
not more than four hours; and these hours should in- 
clude the total mental application. We are sure tbat 
up to this age half-day school sessions are preferable, 
and that it is an advantage physically and mentally, to 
the individual scholar, to the totality of scholars, and to 
the cause of education as weil” 

On the subject of stimulants he has the following good 
and true observations: 

“Wine and beer are not food; neither are spirituous 
liquors, misnamed stimulants. A very profound man, 
after wide observation and doubtless some personal 
experience, affirms that ‘Whosoever is deceived thereby 
is not wise.’ Inferentially, de is quite otherwise. 
Alcohol is a lash to the leader, and a spur to the saddle 
horse. It furnishes no material to sustain the output 


of energy exacted, the maximum of which does not equal 


a steady gait. One may become as dependent upon it as 
upon an alarm clock, and eventually as indifferent to its 
whir. Its physiological effect is anesthetic, following 
a very brief period of excitement. Its users are fooled 
into imagining themselves strong. when they are be- 
numbed only. Its pronounced result is properly desig- 
nated intoxication or poisoning, but the slightest effect 
is in its measure likewise 30. No true food requires lu- 
crease to maintain satisfaction. No true food distorts 
the countenance, depresses the morels, diminishes ability 
to work, or reduces resistance to disease. But unques- 
tionably alcohol does all of these, and so shortens life. 
Life-insurance companies take strict cognizance of (bis 
truth, discriminating against the factors, venders and 
self-indulgent users of this poison in its various forms, 
while some of them make especial rate concessions to 
non-user.”
